Wake-up call 

The Global Peace Index, published a week 
before a Group of Eight (G8) summit in Ger- 
many, should serve as “a wake-up call for 
leaders around the globe,” said Steve Kilelea, 
an Australian entrepreneur and. philan- 
thropist who commissioned the study 

"Countries like Japan and Germany can 
give hope and optimism to countries further 
down the index that there can be light atthe 
end of what may seem at the moment like a 
very dark tunnel,” Killelea added. 

Norway the peace promoting Scandinavian 
country which brokered the 1993 Oslo Mideast 
accords and has also sought to resolve fighting 
in Sd Lanka, was followed by New Zealand, 
Denmark, Ireland, Japan, Finland, Sweden, 
Canada, Portugal and Austria. 

iraq, which has been gripped by growing vio- 
lence since фе the 2003 US-led invasion of the 
country, was in las place, with Sudan and Israel 
nearest in standing to the embattled Middle 
Easter country 

‘Among the “indicators” used to compile the 
index were wars fought in the last five years, 
arms sales, prison populations and incidence 
of crime. 

"The United States arguably has kept the 
peace since 1945, but with a high level of de- 
fense spending, Leo Abruzzese, an editorial di 
recor for the intelligence unit, said at a news 
conference at which the report was released. A 
large prison population also contributed to the 
relatively low US ranking. 

Not a value judgment 

“is nota value judgment," Abruzzese said 
ofthe global rankings. 

“We are just mechanics and technicians be- 
hind the index ... We are not making judg- 
ments about foreign policy" Williamson ex- 
plained. 

The index is backed by intemational fig- 
ures, including the Dalai Lama, Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu, former US President Jimmy 
Carter and US economist Joseph Stiglitz, all 
Nobel Prize laureates. It is also supported by 
Queen Noor of Jordan. 

Overall, the study found that small, stable 
countries which are part of regional blocs, 
such as the 27-nation European Union, are 
most likely to be more peaceful. 

Westem Europe still ended up as the most 
peaceful region in the world, although France 
"wes ranked 34th and Britain 49th. Levels of 
militarization, sophisticated weapons indus- 
tres and arms exports pushed these two 
countries down the is. 

In Central and Eastern Europe, the Czech 
Republic led the way, in 13th place, while 
Russia finished last in the region and 118th 
overall 

Income and educetion are also crucial in 
promoting peace, the study said. 

Ir also noted that countries, which had tur- 
bulent times in the 20th century, such as Ire- 
land and Austria, have emerged as “peace 
leaders” in the 21st century. 

“1 believe there is a link between the peace- 
fulness and the wealth of nations and there- 
fore business has a key role to play in peace,” 
Killelea said. 


‘The Dalai Lama, the Tibetan Buddhist lead- 
‘er who fled China after an aborted uprising in 


1959, said the launch ofthe index could be a 
useful tool for policymakers, 

“Compiling and maintaining an index of 
which countries are the most peaceful and 
publishing the results will undoubtedly make 
the factors and qualities that contribute to 
that status better known, and will encourage 
people to foster them in their own countries," 
hesaid. 

Organizers say the plan is to publish the in- 
dex annually forthe next two years, while af- 
ter that the frequency with which itis updated 
willbe reviewed. 

"The Global Peace Index is a groundbreak- 
ing milestone in the study of peace," said the 
introduction to the study, noting that it was 
the first study to rank nations worldwide by 
their peacefulness.

‘Nick Joaquin once wrote that no one could forget Claro 

М. Recto's admission of defeat, after 
EDITORIAL his failed presidential bid іп 1957: 

“Tapos na ang boksing.” Few may re- 
member, even just a year from now, what Defensor said 
Wednesday in his statement conceding defeat. But what 
he said sent a momentary thrill, at least, through a nation 
that has seen too many candidates who are unwilling to 
face reality. 

“1 concede because I love my family and I want my 
children to learn that there is honor in defeat,” Defensor 
said. And he was right, and he deservedly earned ap- 
plause for pointing out what many of his political peers 
forget: Its not whether you win or lose, it's how you play 
the game. As itis in sports, so it is in politics, so should it 
bein life. 

For arare, shining moment, Defensor was a class act. 

After 15 years of success in politics, this is Defensor’s 
first failure. His admission of defeat, rare in itself for a 
politician, was accompanied by an even rarer demonstra- 
tion of political awareness. Speaking of himself in the 
third person, he said: "I am saddened that he would not 
be part of the 14th Congress. My unsolicited advice to 
him is to reinvent himself, show his independence from 
President Arroyo. He deserves to be seen as more than an 
apologist of the President." 

A passing moment of self-awareness? Perhaps. So 
much for the "this-election-wasn't-a-referendum-on-the- 
President" argument. But then again, Defensor is young, 
and hecan afford to be realistic. 

Still, he went on to prove himself grateful for past sup- 
port: "My defeat is not the Presidents loss. Her role is to 
ensure that democracy is respected and that she has ac- 
complished. The market is up and the peso is strongest. 
‘That is the applause of appreciation.” 

For Defensor, the certainty of defeat was shown by the 
numbers. In 15th place in the official counting, he said it 
was “numerically impossible" for him to end up inside the 
winners’ circle. 

Tt is in the context of this political calculation that an- 
other portion of his concession statement seems preg- 
nant with political meaning. In the same press confer- 
ence, Defensor said: “I concede to ease the tension on 
the ground and to dismiss [2] notion that there may be 
illegal acts committed to attain my victory. I concede so 
as to enjoin my allies and friends who may want, in their 
desire to have me win, commit acts inimical to the 
essence of democracy and fair play in an electoral bat- 
Че” 

What did he mean? Who was he referring to? What 
does he know? And what are the implications for his fel- 
low Team Unity candidates who remain defiantly opti- 
mistic of electoral success? In 13th, 14th and 16th places 
are administration candidates—Defensor's fellow candi- 
dates—who, Evardone and other TU spokesmen insist, 
will still make it. 

Defensor probably meant that he knew all the pork 
barrel in the world meant nothing, if victory came at 
the price of a publicly acceptable mandate. And he was 
referring to the fact that there are operators, not even 
necessarily working at the behest of the administration, 
but rather, open to the highest bidder, trying to change 
the voting result. He knows it, because everybody 
knows it. 

Its the implications of his statement that are a cause for 
public concern, Could it be that by sacrificing his ambi- 
tions, and those of Prospero Pichay (whose election, if 
Defensor’s is impossible, must be impossible, too), Defen- 
sor would be giving an unwitting boost to the operators 
out there? They could claim they can still ensure either 
Zubiri or Recto, at 13th and 14th places, making it to the 
magic circle. 

The answer will be known in the coming days, if Defen- 
sor’s numbers stop changing while those of his fellow ad- 
ministration candidates do. The class act is over; the need 
for vigilance continues. And the pressure on Defensor's 
party mates to match his effort at statesmanship will be- 
come increasingly impossible to ignore. 
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GSIS sues NPC for ‘theft’ of Manansala mural 


HERE 1S THE LATEST ON THE NATIONAL 
Press Club versus Government Service Insur- 
ance System controversy over the "theft and 
sale” of the Vicente Manansala mural painted 
0n a wall of the NPC building which is owned 
by the GSIS. 

‘The alleged officers of the NPC are being 
very quiet about it, but the GSIS has made 
good its threat to sue them for selling the mu. 
ral without its permission. The GSIS also fled 
a civil case for ejectment against the NPC. The 
GSIS named as defendants Roy Mabasa, al- 
leged NPC president, and ай the 13 alleged 
members of the board. A GSIS official said they 
might also include in the criminal complaint. 
Mario and Odette Alcantara, owners of Her- 
itage Arts and Antiques that brokered the sale, 
and the mysterious buyer of the mural. 

Copies of the complaints have been served 
оп the NPC, but it has not disclosed this to its 
members. No press release, no announcement, 
no nothing, just silence. 

‘The criminal case for qualified theft was 
filed with the Office of the City Prosecutor of 
Manila (15 No. O7E-06458) on May 2, 2007, 
and the civil case for ejectment with the 
Metropolitan Trial Court of Manila (Case No. 
183663), also last May 2. 

In йз complaint affidavit, the GSIS said the 
NPC board, led by Mabasa, caused the removal 
of a wall with the famous Manansala mural 
painted on it and sold the same without the 
Consent of the GSIS. It said the NPC directors 
who approved the sale are “guilty of qualified 
theft” under Article 10 in relation to Article 
3008 of the Revised Penal Code. 

"There was theft because respondents took 
the mural owned by GSIS without its consent, 
with the intent to gain. In fact, they profited 
from the sale of the property by P10 million,” 
the GSIS said. “The theft is definitely qualified 
because it was accomplished with grave abuse 
of confidence.” 

Iradded that the NPC has wronged the GSIS 
members as well. “The properties of GSIS are in. 
fact properties of its members, our public ser- 
vanis. The appalling ungratefulness of respon-

"CORPORATE SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITY" IN- 
cludes caring for the environment, the League 
of Corporate Foundations says, and I couldn't 
agree more. I admire those CEOs who "walked 
their talk" around Makati business district to 
dramatize their commitment to minimize their 
carbon footprint. 1 wonder though if, while 
Sweating through their walk, they fet that Al 
Gore's “inconvenient Truth” can only be over- 
come by an Inconvenient Lifestyle. 

Not necessarily so, as discovered during a 
weekend in the mountains of New Hampshire. 
Tenlisted for the Appalachian Mountain Club, 
and spent a few days snowshoeing through the 
woods with the family and trekking part of the 
Appalachian Trail. 

Тһе AMC lodge was designed from ground 
up to be earth-friendly and energy-efficient. 
The first thing that struck me was that it wasnt 
some swank New England version of Frank 
Lloyd Wrights Falling Water, exemplar of the 
famous architects "organic architecture,” 
wherein the building and ts surroundings "be- 
come part of a unified, interrelated composi- 
tion.” t was instead a very practical structure. 
that a nor-architect like me would describe as 
a fashionably designed log cabin. 

"The lodge was built on the ruins ofa grand 
hotel built in the 1800s as a retreat for the rich 
and famous. The hotel burned down and, half 
a century later, the remaining wood and steel 
beams were recycled to build what now stood 
as a mountain lodge. The floor was carpeted 
with recycled fiber. The windows were dou- 
ble-glazed for insulation, strategically placed 
to maximize exposure to the sun. Artifical 
lighting came from compact fluorescent 
lamps (CFL) which, compared to incandes- 
cent bulbs, last longer and use less energy 
‘They used no pressed wood (we Filipinos will 
recognize this in particleboard, plywood pan- 
eling and medium-density fiberboard) that, 1 
earted, emit formaldehyde. The dining room 
vents automatically blew in fresh air the mo- 
ment they detected elevated levels of carbon 
dioxide. Leftover food was classified, into

dents in selling this prized work of art is thus 
not only a violation of GSIS'rights but the rights 
ofits members as well" the GSIS stressed. 

А GSIS offical said that if the government 
corporation did not recover its properties, its 
members and the Office of the Ombudsman 
could sue its officials for dereliction of duty. 

"The GSIS had confirmed the sale last Jan. 25 
after three of its officials went to the building 
and saw that a new, freshly painted wall was in- 
stalled in the place of the lawanit wall on which 
the Manansala mural was painted. 

‘On the same day the GSIS served a demand 
leer to the NPC demanding the return of the 
mural within 10 days. 

However, Mabasa, in a letter sent to the 
GSIS last Feb. 2, refused to comply with the 
GSIS demand while also admitting the sale of 
the mural. 

‘On the ejectment case, the GSIS asked the 
Manila court to order the NPC and all persons 
claiming rights under ito vacate and surrender 
possession of the property to it. It also asked the 
NPC to pay reasonable compensation for the 
use of its property at the rate of P910,000 a 
month, computed from the date of demand to 
‘vacate up until they finally move out of the lot 
and building, with legal interest of 12 percent 
per annum, until fully paid. št also asked for 
950,000 in attorney's fees and litigation costs. 

‘Tracing the ownership of the NPC lot and 
building, the GSIS said the NPC used to own 
the 4,288-sq m parcel of land on which its 
building stands. Due to non-payment of real 
estate taxes, the City Treasurer of Manila 
sold the property at a public auction. The 
GSIS won the bidding held on April 14, 1975. 
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compost friendly and -unfriendly bins. 

The challenge to Filipinos is to take the 
earth-friendly practices that have thrived 
abroad, and adapt them to Manila's hot and 
humid westher—and our stratified society. 
Some should easily make common sense for 
the Pinoy, e.g. the use of CFL lighting, of venti- 
lation-maximizing windows and the hunt for 
"phantom loads,” ie., appliances that quietly 
drain energy even when notin use. Others, like 
‘composting and segregating garbage, need to 
be adapted to Filipino realities; the segrega- 
tion is left to maids, the garbage men mix up 
the organic with the inorganic, and, 1 suspect, 
the trash all end up in the same Smoky Moun- 
tain anyway. 

For sure, there are limits to what local ef- 
forts can achieve. The US Supreme Court, dur. 
ing the oral arguments for its April 2007 бесі 
sion in Massachusetts v Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, recognized that all the CO2 reduc- 
tion painfully achieved locally is easily wiped 
out by wanton pollution from developing 
‘countries, China builds one coal-fired factory 
‘each week! But this is no excuse to tarry. Glob- 
al warming will melt enough shelf ice in the. 
‘Antarctica to raise sea levels by at least 20 feet, 
and that will surely submerge the entire for- 
mer swampland now called Makati City. 

Тһе global movement to protect the envi- 
ronment is actually traced to a 1962 book, 
"Silent Spring,” by American marine biologist 
Rachel Carson. “Silent Spring” focused on the 
over-use of newly invented pesticides, espe- 
cially the anti-malaria DDT. Carson spoke of 
“environmental connectedness’: a pesticide 
aims to poison one insect, but it ends up poi- 


‘The NPC failed to redeem the property 
within one year, and ownership was trans- 
ferred to the GSIS on Мау9, 1976.

Carson was initially vilified as a “hysterical 
woman," and the chemical companies enlisted 
the scientists and che federal government to 
question her work. "If man were to follow the 
teachings of Miss Carson, we would return to 
the Dark Ages, and the insects and diseases 
and vermin would once again inherit the 
earth.” An agriculture department officer even 
said she was “probably a communist." Carson 
eventually triumphed with the US ban on DDT, 
а ben now virtually carried out across the 
globe by international treaties. 

Carson actually had to discontinue her 
Ph.D. studies for financial reasons, in a story 
that should be familiar to Filipinos. She cared 
for an ailing mother, later on for orphaned 
nieces and a grandnephew, To augment her 
meager pay, she wrote popular scientific pieces 
for the magazines, and her early manuscripts 
меге rejected for being "too literary"—until. 
she hit the big time, at which point she placed 
her renown to promote her cause. 

In many Third World countries, environmen- 
тайт has become a chic elite preoccupation, 
fueled by foundation money. After all, it takes 
the elite to push to clean up the estero, because 
the squatters who live there see it as home. It 
has taken the scientists to tell the fishermen 
about the perils of over-fishing, and now to tell 
us about global warming. And this time, it has 
taken the League of Corporate Foundations to 
bring the debate even closer to home. 

But we cannot leave the work to them alone. 
Popular movements are needed to monitor 
compliance on the ground, and to adapt global 
strategies to local conditions.

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SINCE 1 BECAME INVOLVED IN URBAN POOR 
issues, I have been going to Recto every May 1 for 
the rallies. Tam nota member of any of the largely 
militant groups of ralliers that descend upon the 
area every year. It simply started as a personal at- 
tempt to understand better the situation of the ur- 
ban poor who compose most of the militant groups 

‘What do they say in their placards? There are 
the usual shouts against US imperialism, which 1 
‘am not sure the people who join the rallies really 
understand. But most placards bear grievances 
thet strike closer to home (which for many of the 
ralliers is a shack in a slum community) such as 
corruption, homelessness, extrajudicial killings, 
unemployment and hunger. The shouts have re- 
mained the same through the years indicating 
that not much has changed. 

Indeed, the Philippines is still ranked as one of 
the most corrupt countries in Asia, As for home- 
lessness, a study conducted by our institute 
showed that some of the urban poor dwellings (Т 
Was tempted to use “house,” but that evokes а. 
well-built structure) in Navotas were as small as 
Foursquare meters, the size of the cars my students 
drive to school. Surveys done by the Social Weath- 
er Stations also show that self-rated hunger has 
been as bad as ever. ОҒ course, the extrajudicial 
killings of activists and journalists go on. 

Since my first pilgrimage, Ihave felt an affinity 
for the ralliers who go to Recto every year even 
though I would not consider myself a militant in 
the narrow sense of the word. And so kept on go- 
ing not only to understand issues better but also to 
be inspired. I draw strength from the ralliers who 
are fighting for the same cause: better life, food on 
the table, housing, better working conditions, 
good governance and respect for human rights. 

"The last two years have been especially inspir- 
ing for me because it seems that the militants 
have been the only ones who have been consis- 
tently vocal about their demand that GMA step 


‘THAT WAS QUITE A MOUTHFUL MIKE DEFEN- 
sor letloose when he conceded defeat in the sena- 
torial race in a press conference the other day. As 
{quoted by the media, Defensor said he was drop- 
ping his Senate bid “to enjoin my allies and 
friends who may want, in their desire to have me 
win, commit acts inimical to the essence of 
democracy and fair play in an electoral battle." 

‘Before his concession, Defensor ranked No. 15 
in both the Comelec and Namfrel counts, three 
slots away from the 12th place, but with over a 
million votes yet to be counted, concededly still 
‘within striking distance of the winners circle. 

But what exactly did he mean by “acts inimical 
to the essence of democracy and fair play?" Does 
Defensor have personal knowledge of the so- 
called backroom operations that attend the can- 
vassing of votes? Is he saying his “friends and al- 
lies” have something to do with what the opposi- 
tion suggests have been electoral anomalies at- 
tended by acts of violence in Maguindanao and 
other ARMM provinces? 

‘While he may have desired some peace and 
quiet and time with his wife and children after 
the hurly-burly of the campaign and elections, 
Defensor would have done the country a bigger 
favor i he courageously detailed what he knows 
of the ongoing post-election operations. What did 
‘Team Unity operatives hope to perform to still 
catapult Defensor to 12th place? And what sort of 
“inimical” acts would these be? Buying off can- 
vassers and watchers? Manipulating the tallies, 
such as shaving off votes of the higher-ranking 
candidates? 

There are those who also suggest that Defen- 
sors early concession may have been a means to 
forestall any more attempts to "massage" the re- 
sults, ай of which would cost money, on top of the 
expenses already incurred in the campaign. 
THEN again, maybe Defensor was simply feel- 
ing burnt out from a grueling campaign that. 
‘saw him toppling from being a “sure shot,” 
‘what with his early high rankings in the sur- 
veys and his constant media exposure as the

(ONE OF THE MOST STRESSFUL EXPERIENCES 1 
have had in the past year was moving house. 
What made ít worse was that I was moving into 
my third home in 13 months. 

‘Moving has two parts. The first hurdle is pack- 
ing and preparation before flight, but the real 
challenge is unpacking, which eventually follows 
in the place of destination. 

Since 1 only lived in my last house for one year, 
many of my things were stil in boxes and were easy 
to transport. But the rest, including new acquisi- 
tions, had to be wrapped and transported, resulting 
in things being misplaced, broken or given away. 

Books were particularly difficult to move. These 
һай to be taken down shelf after shelf, bundled and 
numbered to make organization of the library in the 
new home easy Despite the best plans, certain 
‘books that should go together strayed elsewhere. 

Bookshelves could not be dismantled and were 
loaded on to a truck as-is. When these got to the 
condominium, they wouldn't fit in the service ele- 
vator and had to be hand-carried up 18 floors. 
Now I know what the pyramid builders of Teoti- 
huacán looked and fel like. 

‘Moving into a smaller space meant that many 
books had to go. First, 1 separated Filipiniana 
from non-Filipiniana. This was helpful but not 
enough. I usually use only two shelves for my 
work, so I shed books I will not read at any time 
during the remainder of my Ме. 

First to go were books on literature, mostly nov. 
els and poetry (in English, Filipino, Spanish and 
Kapampangan) I had picked up over the years. 
However, I kept the Palanca awards anthology for 
rainy day reading. 1 also kept literary history and, 
of course, all the essay and short story collections. 
Nick Joaquin/Quijano de Manila filed an entire 
shelf. To round off the collection, 1 also kept liter- 
ary works by National Artists: Franz Arcellana, 
Edith Tiempo, F Sionil Jose, Carlos Quirino, Carlos. 
P Rofaulo, NAM. Gonzalez, Rolando Taio, Bien- 
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down. Most of us, on the other hand, have re- 
mained quiet, even though surveys have consis- 
tently shown widespread discontentment with 
and mistrust of the present government.

‘This year, like last year, the protesters could on- 
ly congregate near Ever department store in Rec- 
to, Mendiola is still off-limits to protesters. 1 was 
reminded of our march to Mendiola, together 
with other law students from Metro Manila, 
Shouting "Protect Our Civil Liberties” to no атай, 
although we did better than the militants because 
we got as far as Legarda. (The next day, we were 
Surprised to see our pictures on the front page of 
the Iguman where we were labeled as “well 
groomed rallies.” Some of my evening block 
Classmates who didn't go to work and gave alibis 
to their bosses and employers just to be at the ral 
ly were horrified at the thought of being exposed 
Because ofthe picture!)

asa congressman from Quezon City he came out 
‘with an "exposé" on the corruption attending the 
hearings on a congressional franchise for a huge 
construction project. Ifl remember right, this pa- 

per was the first publication to carry the story, but 
‘when the House leadership reacted sharply, De- 
fensor denied he was a source. 

Perhaps its an indication of Defensors political 
agility that he bounced back from this setback 
and managed to forge a modus vivendi with the 
congressional powers. His profile was raised even 
further when, as one of the “Spice Boys" leading 
the charge ofthe political opposition in the House 
against Erap, he became a media darling with his 
bold pronouncements and personable demeanor. 

Reformists hoping to initiate change from 
within our political culture even considered him 
‘one of the leading lights among the young legisla- 
tors. But then Edsa Dos came around and sudden- 
ly the tables were turned. 

TT may be simplistic to argue that it was suc- 
cess and power that transformed Mike Defen- 
sor and other young politicians from potential 
change makers to guardians of the status quo. 

Perhaps what happened to them was only a 
function of age and expanding responsibilt- 
ties. Or it's simply in the nature of politicians, 
young or old, to put a premium on survival, on 
gaining and retaining power, even if it means 
losing sight of why they craved power in the 
first place. 

His early concession of defeat, even as other. 
losing candidates continue to pour resources 
and stay up, crafting strategies on how to turn 
loss into victory says much about the core of 
decency that remains within Mike Defensor. 
And I must say, it took a lot of guts not just to 
bow to the inevitable but also to tell off his 
“friends and allies.”

Suicide barangay 


IMAGINE A COMMUNITY WHERE PEOPLE CONSTANTLY 
talk about suicide, the way to go about it and the victims they 
had known. 

One such community exists—a barangay іп 
Palawan—catching the attention of French anthropologist 
Charles MacDonald, who eventually discovered that there 
Бай indeed been many suicides in the community.

Philippines has one of the world's lowest suicide rates. The 
2000 Philippine Health Statistics from the Department of 
Health reports only a few thousand deaths that year from. 
"intentional self-harm.” In medical statistical terms, that is 
something like 1.8 per 100,000 people. Compare that to the 
highest rates in the world, which are found in Russia end the 
Eastern European countries, with figures ranging from 30 to 
42 per 100,000. 

Certainly, the actual rate in the Philippines is probably 
higher, with many doctors agreeing not to report deaths as 
suicides because of the stigma. But even if we could get the 
true figure, it would probably sill be relatively ow. 

Some countries have a more liberal view of suicide, seeing 
this mainly as an individual decision that has to be respected. 
There are even organizations now that talk of the right to 
die,” especially when facing a terminal illness. 

Tn other cultures (Japan being the most well-known ex- 
ample), suicide is seen as an acceptable way of making 
amends for having brought shame to the family, the commu- 
nity or even the nation. Just this week, the agriculture minis- 
ter hanged himself following allegations that he had improp- 
Фу accepted "gis? Another fica followed suit shorty 

Contrast that behavior with our officials who, even with 
glaring evidence of major wrongdoing, will insist on their 
"righe to remain in office. 

Suicide profiles 

MacDonald uses the term “КЫЫ people” to refer to his 
study community, which is a subgroup of the indigenous 
Palawano. Based оп the Kulbis recollections, MacDonald 
was able to find 56 cases of suicide from 1979 to 2000. The 
Figure may seem small but remember this barangay s popula- 
sion is only 1,500. 

‘Using a more careful study of cohorts, MacDonald caleu- 
lates the suicide rate for the КЫЫ to be 136 per 100,000 be- 
tween 1990 and 2000, and 173 between 1990 and 
2001—staggering figures when you look at the highest 
‘country suicide rates. MacDonald gives a table of rates re- 
ported for small tribal groups, and the Kulbi are second only 
то the Aguaruna of Peru, where a rate of 180 per 100,000 
was reported 

‘Macdonald also collected information on the reported 
causes of 87 suicides and grouped them into “melancholy 
suicides” (common among older people), "gender relations 
suicides,” “passionate and angry suicides,” “multiple sui- 
‘ides out of grief” (a chain of suicides or duster suicides) and 
“impulsive suicides of teenagers.” 

MacDonald tests different explanations for suicide by 
probing deeply into КЫЫ society and culture. He leaves no 
Stone unturned, looking into everything, from the natural 
environment to kinship and politics, from concepts of "per- 
sonhood, emotions and moral values” to religion. 

Each chapter in MacDonald's book suggests "answers" to 
the suicide riddle, until you get to the next one and realize 
that the answers seem to create even more riddles. For ex- 
ample, as MacDonald describes the Kulbi's great sense of 
autonomy, and the lack of hierarchical structures, one is 
tempted to think chat maybe they're similar to many West- 
em societies where individuals аге left on their own to de 
cide. Yet, MacDonald links this autonomy to the Kulbis 
overwhelming fear of society, an unwillingness to confront 
cities or judges. A 13-year-old boy, for example, had 
caught his grandmother’ chicken in a snare. His siblings 
told him his grandmother would hang him for the misdeed. 
The boy hanged himself. 

At the end of his suicide “profiles,” MacDonald notes that 
а common denominator to the suicides is pain or stress, 
whether, physical, mental or emotional. "The suicide,” Mac- 
Donald proposes, “wants to stop hurting.” 

Thankfully, MacDonald doesn't end with that explanation. 
He rejects biological or genetic explanations, s well as the 
idea chat there may be a whole melancholic cultural person- 
ality at work. He looks to other studies conducted among 
small groups, looking for possible correlations with the pre- 
disposition to suicide, from the presence of organized vio- 
lence to a belief in vengeful souls. 

Even without the focus on suicide, MacDonald's descrip- 
tion of the community is exhaustive and makes the book a 
good buy. 

In the end, after excluding different theories, he suggests 
a wave theory meaning that at some point in the past, some 
Catastrophic event such as an epidemic may have spurred а 
surge of suicides and that with time, suicide became some- 
what acceptable. 

162 difficult to prove that wave theory, but it does give 
food for thought, maybe even a warning. In more urban- 
ized and industrial areas throughout the world, including 
Metro Manila, we occasionally find cluster suicides—one 
suicide setting off another. Japan has been facing the 
problem of group suicides involving younger people who 
meet and eventually forge a suicide “pact” through the In- 


ternet. 
Public health 

MacDonald's work is an example of how the social sci 
ences can contribute to public heaith—in this case, to suicide 
prevention. So many characteristics of Kulbi sociery—indi- 
Vidualism amid continuing fear of authority—are in fact 
found throughout the Philippines and may help to explain 
suicide even among urbanized Filipinos. 

MacDonald's study raises questions about the vulnerabili- 
ty of small communities like the Kulbi sit possible that they 
might reach a critical “tipping point" more easly?

Comelec Chair Benjamin Abalos St. also 
placed on a watch list the two provincial elec- 
tion supervisors, who failed to appear before 
the NBC when they were summoned on 
Wednesday. 

Lintang Bedol, chair of the board of can- 
vassers for Maguindanao, was also put on the. 
watch list after his no-show at Wednesdays 
session. 

"The Comelec ordered Bedol yesterday to ex- 
plain why he should not be cited for contempt 
for not appearing the other day despite having 
been notified in open session last Friday. 

"The NBC called for Bedol last week to es- 
tablish the authenticity of the Maguindanao 
CoCs, believed to be listing ballots that teach 
ers were allegedly forced to fil out with the 
names of TU candidates. 

Jose Pio Joson, a Comelec executive direc- 
tor, said provincial election supervisors like 
Radam, Martirizar and Bedol, as well as elec- 
tion officers in areas where there were dis- 
crepancies in the Comelec accountable forms, 
should be thoroughly investigated to "de 
mine conclusively the truth.” 

“As of now, its purely speculation (that 
they were involved in electoral fraud). We 
have to know the extent oftheir participation 
or if they had knowledge of it,” he said. 


Under duress 

Та his years in the Comelec, Joson said he 
learned that there were "many circum- 
stances” leading to an election officer being 
involved in alleged fraud. 

“Sometimes, they are under duress to com- 
mit these acts.

Fear disrupts lives 
of Pampanga village 
chiefs after polls

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE 
fear of reprisals is real among a 
number of barangay captains in 
Pampanga in post-election weeks 
and it heightened following the 
murder of a village chief in 
Guagua town on May 28, two vil- 
lage officals said on Thursday. 
"At first we were just wary of 
the outcome of the elections.

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5 killed in hostage drama 


Three of six bus robbery suspects arrested

FIVE PEOPLE WERE KILLED 
yesterday in a robbery-turned- 
hostage taking incident that be- 
gan in Makati City and ended in 
Valenzuela City. 


The bus driver, a passenger, and three of 
the alleged robbers were killed, following a 
gun battle with responding policemen. 

"Three other suspects were arrested. 

Quezon City Police District Criminal Investi- 
gation and Detection Unit (QCPD-CIDU) reports 
identified two of the fatalities as JMK bus driver. 

, of Angat, Bulacan; and Renato 
ames Veloso, 38, of Las Piñas City and an official 
ofthe Quezon City High School. 

‘The three other fatalities, who have yet to 
be unidentified, were believed to be members 
ofthe group that tried to rob passengers ofthe 
bus with license plates TWH-291. 

Chief Insp. Danilo Bugay, head of the inves- 
tigation unit of the Valenzuela city police, said 
another hostage, Isarema Baluyot, was hurt 
im the encounter and was brought to the 
Valenzuela City General Hospital 

"The deadly encounter started when some 20 
people were held hostage by six armed men for. 
45 minutes yesterday inside a passenger bus 
traveling from Makati to Quezon City. 

The robbers were armed with pistols and 
hand grenades. 

The hostage-taking ended in Valenzuela City 
where the suspects shot it out with responding 
police officers as they tried to escape. 

Margie Villatima, 32, a bus passenger, told 
the Inquinen that they were traversing the AY- 
ala fiyover in Makati City when the robbers 
‘announced the holdup at around 10 a.m. 

“I put my celi phone inside my bag and hid my 
bag under my seat, but the guy seated beside me 
tumed out to be one of the robbers who was 
armed with a hand grenade and a pistol, ” she 
told the Ingunen. "He told me to hand over my 
cell phone and bag ashe aimed his gun at me." 

‘The robbers then proceeded to collect the 
passengers’ cellular phones, jewelry, and 
cash. Villatima said the robbers could not get 
off the bus after taking their valuables be- 
cause there was a policeman at every comer. 


“Natakot silang bumaba dahil baka daw 
ituro namin sila,” (They were afraid that we 
‘would сай the cops after they got oft), Villati- 
та said, She said the robbers ordered the 
driver to keep the bus moving.

Asia expects dramatic surge in cancer rates 


SINGAPORE—ASIA IS BRACING 
for a dramatic surge in cancer 
rates over the next decade as peo- 
ple in the developing world live 
longer and adopt bad Western 
habits that greatly increase the 
risk of the disease. 

‘Smoking, drinking and eating 
unhealthy foods—all linked to vari- 
ous cancers—will combine with 
lager populations and fewer 
deaths from infectious diseases to 
drive Asian cancer rates up 60 per- 
cent by 2020, some experts predict. 

‘But unlike in wealthy countries 
where the world’s top medical care 


wil increase the zisk of Westem 
world cancers to the Eastem 
word,” Shah said. 

An estimated 40 percent of can- 
cers worldwide can be prevented by 
exercise, eating healthy foods and 
mot using tobacco, according to the 
‘World Health Organization. 

‘But more people in Asia are mov- 
ing into cities and becoming over- 
weight and obese from inactivity 
"They are replacing fruis and veg- 
eables with fatty meals full of meat 
and salt, whichis leading to increas- 
es in stomach and colon cancers.

"What happened in the Western 
world in е '60s or 70s will appen.

Center in New York, who attended 
а cancer conference last month in 
Singapore. 

"The habit of alcohol consump- 
tion, smoking and dietary changes

The effect is already starting, 
with the Asia-Pacific making up 
about half of the worlds cancer 
deaths and logging 4.9 million new 
cases, or 45 percent, of the global 
toll in 2002. 

‘That number is projected to leap 
to 7.8 million by 2020 if nothing 
changes, according to Dr. Donald 
Max Parkin, a research fellow at the 
University of Oxford who is a lead- 
ing authority on global cancer pat- 
terns and trends.

THE MONETARY BOARD YESTERDAY 
kept the Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas’ 
overnight policy rates unchanged, аз the 
annual growth in broad money supply 
picked up further to 26.3 percent in April 
from 24.6 percent in March. 

In а statement after the monthly mone- 
tary setting meeting, BSP Governor Aman- 
do Tetangco Jr said the board decided to 
maintain the overnight borrowing rate ас 
75 percent and the overnight lending rate 
at 9.75 percent, as well as the tiering sys- 
tem on short-term money. 

The steady settings indicate the boards 
cautious stance given the surge in money sup- 
ply which may cause inflationary pressures by 
tempting consumer spending sprees. 

Tetangco said the outlook on inflation 
remained benign, due to easing supply-side 
pressures, moderate demand pressures 
and well-contained inflation expectations. 

‘Ample supply of major food items, the

subsiding base effect of the value-added tax 
reform on the consumer price index and the 
strengthening of the peso contributed to the 
downtrend in inflation, he added. 

“However, sustained growth in domestic 
liquidity remains a key policy concern,” 
Tetangco said. 

Broad money or domestic liquidity (m3) 
is a measure of money and is used to esti- 
mate the entire supply of money within an 
economy. It includes money in circulation, 
demand deposits, money market funds and 
short-term repurchase agreements 

“Domestic liquidity expansion has remained 
strong in the past several months and although 
current inflation has continued to decelerate, a 
prolonged surge іп liquidity could eventually 
ose risks to future inflation," Tetangco said. 

in addition, volatility in ой prices remains 
a risk to the inflation outlook, given the limit- 
ей production capacity and the threat of pos- 
sible geopolitical disruptions. The possibility 
of additional wage adjustments also provides 
some upside risks,” he added. 


Legislative agenda for agriculture

AS THE NEWLY ELECTED SENATORS AND 
House representatives are now being pro- 
claimed, itis imperative chat we think about a 
legislative agenda for agriculture. After all, 
two-thirds of all our jobs today are directly ог 
indirectly provided by this sector. 

In the past 12 months, three of the main agri- 
cultural concerns Ihave written about were the 
water crisis, global warming 
and wade liberalization. 
These areas, also identified 
by the Alyansa Agrikultura as priorities, need 
critical support through legislative action. 


Water crisis 

The extreme difficulties we went through 
when we had the blackouts in the early 1990s 
will pale in comparison to a water crisis that 
may occur in the next few years, unless we 
take immediate action. 

‘The United Nations Environment Program 
states that "demand for water will exceed 
avallability by 56 percent, and 2/3 of the 
‘world’s population will face water stress." 

Agriculture plays a key role іп this area. Ac- 
cording to another UN study: "Today, agricul- 
ture accounts for 70 percent of all water used 
globally, and up to 95 percent in several devel- 
‘oping countries. To keep pace with the growing 
demand for food, itis estimated that 14 percent 
more fresh water will need to be withdrawn for 
agricultural purposes in the next 30 years." 

“The last time we had a Water Summit was in 
2004. It was reported then that the farm sector. 
did not have a clear position on this issue, іп 
spite ofits being the major player in water. Just 
эз the Айта was legislated to provide an inte 
grated framework to address agriculture de- 
velopment, it is now necessary for the newly 
elected Congress to legislate a similar integrat- 
ed framework to address the water crisis, with 
specific attention given to agriculture's role. 


Global warming 

The waming on global warming in the movie 
“The Inconvenient Truth” is a call to action that 
must be addressed immediately The last 
Congress, expecially Rep. Miguel Zubiri and 
Sen. Miriam Defensor Santiago, should be сот 
gratulated for having the Biofuels Act passed. 

"We must move to the next step. А legisla- 
tive integrated frameworkis now necessary to 
address global warming. 

In the agriculture area, it has been shown 
that crops like sugar are good sources of 
ethanol, as are crops like jatropha and 
sorghum for biodiesel. Planting these crops 
for the legislated market for biofuels will not 
only combat global warming; it wil also pro- 
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vide thousands of jobs and added incomes for. 
our impoverished farmers. 

However for this to succeed, a new legislat- 
ed paradigm must be provided to promote 
economies of scale, and discourage small 
farmers from working on their own without 
grouping together. For example, in the case of 
Jatropha, 2,000 hectares are needed for a glob- 
ally competitive module. 

Тп agriculture, the old paradigm of small be- 

ing beautiful (but often re 
sulting in death) should be 
replaced in many cases by 
small farmers working together with the 
economies of scale encouraged by a new legis- 
lated paradigm. This way, we can successfully 
address the global warming danger. 


‘Trade liberalization 

Globalization is definitely beneficial, pro- 
vided that the pace of trade liberalization is 
selective and gradual. 

Tn the last Congress, three bills were formu- 
lated to achieve this objective through the cre- 
ation of a single authoritative agency “to ad- 
dress the fragmented approach to trade and in- 
vestment negotiations.” This is the Philippine 
‘Trade Representative Office, with a full time 
chief negotiator supported by a strong staff. In. 
Thailand, there are three trade staff members 
for every one that we have in the Philippines. 

Similar to the highly successful United 
States Senior Trade Representative (STR) 
structure, these three bills should be syner- 
gized and passed soon, given the important 
WTO, mult-lateral and bilateral trade negoti- 
ations going on. 

In the area of imports, there is a US$10-bil- 
lion difference between the amount exporting. 
countries report they shipped to the Philippines 
and what our government authorities report we 
receive, If this difference is largely due to smug- 
sling, approving the Anti Smuggling bill already 
passed by the previous House of Representatives. 
will greatly help in recovering the P80 billion 
annual loss in foregone taxes. Aside from a fair 
trade regime, we will then have more resources. 
to build up our agricultural global competitive- 
ness in the now liberalized trade regime. 


Conclusion 

The cry of the times is to be proactive, not 
reactive; far-sighted, not nearsighted; re- 
sponsible, not careless, and global, not 
parochial. We are hopeful that the newly 
elected Congress will heed this cry, especially 
as it relates to the above three areas

Filipinos Likely to buy ° green brands more 


But study says many firms claiming to be environment-friendly paying lip service only 


FILIPINOS’ ANXIETIES ABOUT THE 
deteriorating environment have moved 
from being a national issue to one of 
great personal concern, according to a 
new study from communications agency 
Universal McCann. A national poll com- 
pleted recently, revealed that half of 
those surveyed said the environment 
was negatively affecting their appear- 
‘ances and health. 

Universal McCann's poll was fielded 
as part ofthe agency's on-going analysis 
of trends and influences impacting peo- 
ples lives, bringing about behavioral 
Changes and shifts in product purchasing 
decisions. 

‘The distress that people feel personally 
about the environment revealed a new 
level of concern to Universal McCann's re- 
searchers. The poll, which mainly covered 
people aged 18 to 40, revealed that 54

percent of people strongly agreed that 
their environment was having a direct ef- 
fect on their health, mostly causing aller- 
gies and breathing difficulties, while 49 
percent said it impacted their appearance, 
тозду relating to hair and skin care. 

‘Overall, environmental pollution (77 
percent) and global warming (75 per- 
ent) are the two factors more concern- 
ing to Filipinos than crime and violence 
(71 percent) and the cost of living (67 
percent), Other concerns are govern- 
ment corruption (66 percent) and pover- 
ty (62 percent). 

Such strong feelings have galvanized 
Filipinos’ opinions on actions and re- 
sponsibilities to do with the worsening 
environmental situation. Among those 
surveyed, 74 percent said companies and 
businesses need to do more to preserve 
the environment. Real strength of opin- 


ion was also directed towards govern- 
ment, where 76 percent said stricter reg- 
ulations with steep fines are needed to 
ensure people do more to protect the en- 
vironment. National government bodies 
(82 percent) need to act more strongly 
and local government was also singled 
out (77 percent). 

‘The study by Universal McCann, also 
revealed changing aspects of peoples be- 
havior with environmental issues im- 
pacting their lives. People said they were 
‘more likely to buy brands that are seen to 
be environmentally friendly (47 per- 
cent) but then 54 percent also said that 
most brands claiming to be "green" were. 
simply paying lip service to the issues. 
‘The poll also revealed that 62 percent of 
people felt there was an economic bene- 
fit for companies to be more environ- 
mentally friendly. 


At the personal level, the two top ini- 
tiatives that people undertook relating to 
environmental care were recycling (87 
percent) and watching environmental 
documentaries (62 percent).

"Clearly large sections of the popula- 
tion have a higher sense of urgency 
about the environment than many peo- 
ple realize,” said Universal McCann CEO 
Venus Navalta.

WHEN IT ENACTED THE CUR- 
rent Tax Code in 1997, could 
Congress have foreseen, much 
less contemplated, the examina 
tion by the BIR of computer-gen- 
erated books of accounts and 
electronic records of taxpayers? 

At that time, government and 
taxpayers alike һай mot yet 
logged on to the IT network, so 
to speak. Even call centers, busi- 
ness process outsourcing and In- 
ternet cafés had not yet even 
been imagined by lawmakers to 
become the phenomenal busi- 
nesses they have become today. 
Nearly a decade since then, BIR 
systems for computer-assisted 
audits (CAA) are now well on 
their way to keep pace with the 
rest ofan increasingly computer- 
savvy world of taxpayers. 

The 1997 Tax Code authorizes 
the BIR commissioner to ascer- 
tain the correctness of tax re- 
turns filed every year and deter- 
mine whether taxpayers have 
correctly paid their internal rev- 
enue liabilities. In the exercise of 
this awesome authority, the BIR 
commissioner is empowered by 
the code to "examine any book, 
paper or record, or other data 
which may be relevant to such 
inquiry" and if necessary, to sum- 
mon taxpayers or any person 
who has possession and custody 
ofa taxpayer's books of accounts 
and other accounting records “to 
produce such books, papers and 
records, or other data” and to 
give testimony accordingly 

While the days of manual ex- 
amination of equally manually 
prepared taxpayer records can 
hardly be said to soon be a thing 
of the past, the expanding multi 
tude of taxpayer data and infor 
mation generated tax year after 
tax year to be stored, examined, 
marched and compared to detect 
discrepancies in the tax declara- 
tions and payments made by tax- 
payers have imposed challenges 
that require technology to be ap- 
plied more pervasively to enable 
the BIR not merely to do its job 
but todo it well.

All taxpayers engaged in busi- 
ness, whether classified as regu- 
lar or large taxpayers, whose 
computerized accounting sys- 
tems (CAS) have been duly ap- 
proved by the BIR and registered 
under Revenue Memorandum 
Order (RMO) No. 29-02 are cov- 
ered by RR No. 16-06. Basically 
covered taxpayers are required 
to submit to the BIR examiners 
their 
books of accounts and other fi 
nancial records in electronic for- 
mat These must be submitted 
оп or before the due date speci- 
fied in the LN, LA or other audit 
notice issued to the taxpayer. 
The BIR examiners are not pre- 
cluded, however, from request- 
ing from the taxpayer both elec- 
records.

BIR computer-assisted audits coming your way 


14, 2000 of Republic Act No. 
8792 or the Electronic Com- 
merce Act which required gov- 
emment agencies, including the 
BIR, to embark upon the IT high- 
way within two years from the 
time the law took effect. Thus, 
government bureaucracy was 
being prodded by the law to set 
up the technology-based systems 
that would allow the filing of 
documents, the issuance of li- 
censes, 
certificates of registration and 
approval, and even the payment 
and settlement of fees, charges 
and other financial obligations 
to government, including taxes, 
all to be computerized and Пеп. 
hanced. 

The BIR has been among the 
first government agencies to 
step up to the plate, so to speak, 
when in 2001, it launched the 
Electronic Filing and Payment 
System (EFPS) to enable taxpay- 
ers with Internet access to file 
their returns and pay their corre- 
sponding taxes electronically. 
‘Three years thereafter or in late 
2004, EFPS filing and payment 
of taxes became mandatory for 
large taxpayers and the top 
10,000 corporations. 

In 2002, the BIR computer- 
ized the matching of value- 
added tax returns and declara- 
tions from taxpayers transacting 
with one another as either pur- 
chasers or sellers. If sellers were 
not correctly declaring 
‘amounts which their buyers de- 
clared as their purchases or vice 0 
versa, the computerized match- 
ing system quickly detected the 
discrepancies. Paradoxically, this 
system was called by the BIR 
"Relief" (Reconciliation of List- 
ings for Enforcement System), 
although it could hardly be 
called that by taxpayers caught 
with discrepancies. The Relief 
program quickly processed the 
summary lists of sales and pur- 
chases of VAT taxpayers a lot 
more efficiently than if manually 
performed as was in the past. Re- 
lief was proving to be a success 
in detecting discrepancies that it 
‘soon was expanded to match im- 
port declarations made by VAT 
taxpayers with the import data 
of the same taxpayers from the 
Bureau of Customs (BOC). 

‘Thereafter, the BIR expanded

The electronic accounting 
records to be submitted by the 
taxpayer are required by the reg- 
ulations to be stored in record- 
able compact disks (CD-R), digi- 
tal video dises (DVD-R) or other 
optical media in a format that is 
readable by the audit tools and 
equipment of the BIR as speci- 
fied in the regulations. Together 
with the submission of its e-doc- 
uments, the taxpayer must exe- 
cute an affidavit attesting to the 
accuracy, correctness and com- 
pleteness of the electronic 
records submitted. In the course 
of the audit investigation, the 
taxpayer is required to provide 
the investigating revenue offi- 
cers an overview of the comput- 
er systems that generated the 
documents submitted for the 
taxable year under audit. After 
the audit investigation has been 
concluded and the report of in- 
vestigation has been reviewed 
and approved by higher authori- 
ties, the BIR examiners are re- 
quired by the regulations (о ге 
turn to the taxpayer the same 
computerized records and docu- 
ments earlier submitted to them 
intact and in the original format. 
The new regulations also pro. 
vide that the electronic docu- 
ments submitted by the taxpayer 
shall have the legal effect and 
probative value as evidence in 
any legal proceedings, in accor- 
dance with Section 7 of RA No. 
8792 or the Electronic Com 
merce Act of 2002. 

The taxpayer is likewise re- 
quired by the regulations to pre: 
serve and retain their computer- 
ized documents in their original 
electronic format for the same 
number of years, generally

ІНЕ LANGUAGE WAS CLEAR AND UNMISTAKABLE: 

| The Supreme Court ruled last Friday that the De- 

partment of Justice had pursued a fatally flawed 

case against Crispin Beltran and five other leftist party-list 

congressmen and their co-accused for well over a year, out 

of “political considerations.” Тһе introduction of political 

objectives into a legal case "trivialized" the administration 

of justice, the Court said, and in the pro- 

EDITORIAL cess undermined public confidence in 
the rule of law. 

The high court's decision in Beltran vs People of the 
Philippines was a stinging rebuke to Justice Secretary 
Raul Gonzalez and his prosecutors, not least because the 
Court's Second Division, speaking through Associate Jus- 
tice Antonio Carpio, made special mention of the land- 
тай ruling in the March 1988 case of Tatad vs Sandigan- 
bayan. It is a case Gonzalez should be intimately familiar 
with. 

Тһе Court pinpointed three issues at stake іп the con- 
solidated cases and then, one by one, found against the 
justice department. 

The Court ruled that the inquest proceeding versus Bel- 
tran for rebellion was invalid: “The joint affidavit of Bel- 
tran’s arresting officers states that the officers arrested 
Beltran, without a warrant, for Inciting to Sedition, and 
not for Rebellion. Thus, the inquest prosecutor could only 
have conducted—as he did conduct—an inquest for Incit- 
ing to Sedition and no other. Consequently, when another 
group of prosecutors subjected Beltran to a second in- 
quest proceeding for Rebellion, they overstepped their 
authority rendering the second void.” 

‘The Court ruled that no probable cause existed to indict 
Beltran for rebellion. “The evidence before the panel of 
prosecutors who conducted the inquest of Beltran for Re- 
bellion consisted of the affidavits and other documents 
attached to the CIDG letters. ... The allegations in these 
affidavits are far from the proof needed to indict Beltran 
for taking part in an armed public uprising against the 
government.” 

‘The Court ruled that the justice department had pre- 
judged the case against Beltran and the other leftist par- 
ty-list congressmen. “Indeed, by peremptorily issuing the 
subpoenas to petitioners, tolerating the [Department of 
Justice's] antics during the investigation, and distributing 
copies of a witness’ affidavit to members of the media 
knowing that petitioners have not had the opportunity to 
examine the charges against them, respondent prosecu- 
tors not only trivialized the investigation but also lent cre- 
dence to petitioners’ claim that the entire proceeding was 
asham.” 

‘Antics, trivialization, sham: Strong language, and tonic 
for those who run to the courts for relief against the abus- 
es of any government. But there is more. 

‘The Court admonished Gonzalez personally for issuing 
the following statement on the day of the preliminary in- 
vestigation: “We will just declare probable cause, then 
it’s up to the Court to decide.” (Emphasis іп the Supreme 
Court decision.) The Court ruled: “This clearly shows pre- 
judgment, a determination to file the Information even in 
the absence of probable cause.” 

It is also, іп our view, a culpable abuse of the depart- 
ment's power to prosecute. It opens the door to legalized 
harassment, with the victims left to flounder, or perhaps 
even to sink or swim, in the country's courts. 

‘The Supreme Court has time and again ruled against 
politically motivated prosecution. Almost 20 years ago, in 
the Tatad case, the Court ruled that the Tanodbayan had 
sat on the preliminary investigation involving former 
Marcos Cabinet secretary (and future senator) Francisco 
Тағай. In his ponencia, Carpio quoted a key paragraph of 
that decision: “we cannot emphasize too strongly that 
prosecutors should not allow, and should avoid, giving 
the impression that their noble office is being used or 
prostituted, wittingly or unwittingly, for political ends, or 
other purposes alien to, or subversive of, the basic and 
fundamental objective of observing the interest of justice 
evenhandedly, without fear or favor to any and all liti- 
gants alike, whether rich or poor, weak or strong, power- 
less or mighty" 

Gonzalez, who served as Tanodbayan from 1986 to 
1988, inherited the case. Could he have already forgotten 
its lessons?

And we did not hear 
the familiar cries of "Balut, penoy!” and "Puto, 
kutsintal" ай ours of the day—and night—in 
Manila. Truthfully, we sort of missed those 
noises that affectionately reminded us of the 
crowded city. 

Тһе cozy hamlet where we lived had after 
the war been congested by strangers attracted 
bythe lights of Manila.

The Supreme Court 
encourages the use of arbitration, because it

helps to unclog the dockets of the judiciary and to 
improve its efficiency. As its distinct advantage, 
arbitration is the only method in which the liti- 
gants can choose their own judges and craft the 
Tules to be used in deciding their disputes. It is 
akin to “privatizing” the courts, a concept that 
should endear arbitration to private business. 

Because arbitrators are chosen on a case-to-case. 
basis and, therefore, have no other disputes до at- 
tend to, they are able to hasten the procedures and 
the judgment. Equally important, the judgment is 
credible, because іі rendered by “judges” implic- 
itly trusted by the litigants who chose them. 

То be sure, arbitration may be conducted prior 
to, ог in the course of, a court litigation. For this 
purpose, several privately-run arbitration centers 
have been organized both in the Philippines and 
abroad. One such entity that has attained accep- 
tance is the Philippine Dispute Resolution Center, 
which provides a list of arbitrators, administrative. 
services and hearing facilities. The administrative 
costs as well as the arbitrators’ fees are bome by 
the parties. These expenses are pre-agreed upon 
prior to the arbitration process itself. 

Since it encourages arbitration, the Supreme 
Court almost always upholds the validity of 
agreements to arbitrate as well as the finality of 
arbitral awards. To enforce them, there is in gen- 
eral a need for judicial confirmation. But the pro- 
‘cess is fairly simple and the "execution" of arbitral 
judgments is almost always granted. 

Our laws especially encourage the arbitration 
of construction disputes. A special government 
agency the Construction Industry Arbitration

‘Commission (CIAC), has been organized to han- 
dle these problems. Different from ordinary arbi- 
tration, those falling under the CIACS jurisdic 
tion do not choose their own arbitrators. To bal- 
ance this disadvantage, CIAC arbitral awards do 
not need judicial confirmation. 

International arbitration. Arbitration is espe- 
cially popular in setting international commercial 
disputes. In fact, most international contracts con- 
tain stipulations expressly instituting arbitration 
as the mode of setting disputes that may arise 
from them. Sometimes, the parties even specify 
the country and the private dispute center they 
‘want. Consistent with global practice, Sec. 19 of 
RA 9285 states that “international commercial ar- 
bitration shall be governed by the Model Law on 
International Commercial Arbitration adopted by 
the United Nations Commission on Intemational 
‘Trade Law” (UNCITRAL Model Law). 

Several global organizations are home to arbi- 
tration centers. For instance, the World Bank 
sponsors the International Center for the Settle- 
ment of Investment Disputes in Washington D.C., 
and the International Chamber of Commerce 
promotes the Intemational Court of Arbitration 
in Paris. Though private in character, these ar 
tral bodies have dispensed awards in the hun- 
dreds of millions of do. s. 

Retired Supreme Court justices, like Florenz D. 
Regalado, Florentino P Feliciano, Vicente V Men- 
doza, and Bernardo P Pardo, have served as do- 
mestic and international arbitrators.

Reflections on a child’s first birthday 


SHE CAME INTO THE WORLD A YEAR AGO 
today, the first grandchild of my sister Raquel. 
Her parents named her Erin, a lovely Gaelic word 
derived from "Eire" or Ireland. On this blessed 
day they have ordered a cake and balloons for the 
litle girl, acutely aware that her first birthday 
could also be her ast—unless, by an аст of numi- 
nous grace, her fragile presence could be extend- 
ей. She was born with a rare disease, and she 
needs a liver transplant. 

Many babies acquire a yellowish discoloration 
оп their eyeballs and their skin within weeks of 
their birth, Doctors call it jaundice, a sign that usu- 
ally suggests that the young liver of the newborn 
may not yet be fully operational. In most instances, 
this condition soon goes away. In Erin's case, the 
yellow pigmentation lingered, sometimes deepen- 
ing into a dark shade of olive. t also showed in her. 
clay-colored stools, an indication thatthe passages 
through which the bile flows might be blocked. 
‘This was no longer ordinary jaundice. Tests were 
done, and the condition ofthe 2-month-old infant 
was declared a case of biliary atresia. 

"The ducts on Erin's liver, the ducts that serve as 
pathways through which the bile drains, are 
hardly formed. Instead of draining into the small 
intestines, the bile is thus trapped in the liver 
‘where it slowly destroys liver cells. The causes of 
biliary atresia still baffle researchers. In the Unit- 
ей States and Europe, one in 15,000 babies is 
bom every year with this disease. In Asia and 
Africa, the incidence is higher. Curiously, it tends 
to afflict mostly first-born. 

Tr is not known how many Filipino babies are 
born with this condition every year. It must be 
quite high. The first time [heard the term was in a 
television show hosted by Karen Davila. 1 later 
read about it in a magazine article that featured 
the almost miraculous recovery of the grand- 
daughter of а friend, Jess Matubis, who waged а 
heroic campaign to save her from the disease. 
There is no treatment for it other than surgery. An 
ingenious method invented by a Japanese sur- 


Zeon, known as the “Kasai” procedure, clears the 

obstruction by attaching the small intestines di- 

тойу to the pon în бе liver where the bie 
rains. 

А Filipino surgeon performed this on Erin 
when she was barely 3 months old. Not everyone 
is helped by this procedure, and half of those who 
are will still need a liver transplant, ideally before 
their Sth birthday. But even with the relief offered 
by Kasai surgery che Ме of a biliary atresia child 
is far from normal. Bacterial infection of the ducts 
is bound to recur, causing further decline in liver 
function. Every episode of this infection, called 
cholangitis, requires hospitalization. It is often 
marked by severe bleeding, thus necessitating 
blood transfusions. This is where 1-year-old Erin 
is atthe moment. 

Last week, from the small glass window of the. 
hospitals ICU, her eyes lit up when 9-year-old 
Katkat brought her a toy. The precious smile that 
spontaneously formed on the face of this ailing 
child made everything else in the world irrelevant. 
Itis the one reason her parents never give up. 

Until last month, they had looked forward to 
an extended medical trip to Taiwan, where Ria 
was supposed to donate a portion of her liver to 
her daughter. On further study, however, the Tai- 
‘wanese doctors discovered that the child would 
need not a portion but a whole liver, complete 
with the plumbing system. This can only be 
sourced from a cadaveric donor, which means be- 
ing put on a waiting list governed by a complex 
priority system. The waiting could be indefinite. 

When my own granddaughter, Julia, was Erin's 


‘age, I must have written three or four indulgent 
columns-about her. I documented every step of 
her awakening to the world, and captured every- 
thing I could from the gradual unfolding of this 
child's sensibility I was awake every time she had 
asthma attacks, wishing I could do the breathing 
for her.

BIRDERS OR BIRD WATCHERS ARE A STRANGE LOT. THEY HIKE 
through forests, trudge on landfills, and stroll in cemeteries armed 
with bins (binoculars), water and crackers. Moving slowly, they look 


for birds. 


‘They wear light clothing, sensible shoes 
and hats, The wiser ones slather sun block 
all over their bodie 

They bring a field guide, a little book 
with loads of information on birds with 
corresponding pictures. Highly recom- 
mended but increasingly difficult to find 
is “The Guide to the Birds of the Philip- 
pines,” by Robert S. Kennedy et. al., pub- 
lished by Oxford Press. 

This is how birders do it: They see a 
bird (with the naked eye or with bins), 
they identify it, and they write it in their 
journal. If they can’t identify the bird, 
they look it up in the field guide. If it's not 
there, they make notes, a rough sketch of 
the bird or even take a picture for future 
reference. 

‘Beginners usually go with seasoned bir- 
ders, or if they can afford it, hire a guide. 
Ironically enough, the renowned bird guide 
in the Philippines is British and his clients 
are foreign bird watchers. 


Call of the wild 

‘Another option is to join the Wild Bird 
Club of the Philippines (WBCP), а fun 
bunch of diverse people (businessmen, 
teachers, students, IT professionals, even 
bums) brought together by the beauty of 
Philippine birds in their natural habitat. 

"To promote bird watching, WBCP conducts 
free monthly guided bird walks on weekends 
around the metropolis. Monthly destinations 
are posted on ww birdwatch ph. 

"here are more than 570 species of 
birds in the Philippines and no fewer than 
180 species are endemic or found only in 
the archipelago, according to WBCP presi- 
dent Mike Lu. Unfortunately, 10 are en- 
dangered, and 11 are critically endan- 
‘gered and in peril of extinction 

"The most famous endemic species is the 
critically endangered Philippine Eagle 

‘Anew bird species, the Calayan Rail, was 
discovered in 2004 in the Babuyan Island 
group between Batanes and Northem Lu- 
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топ, and faces a “high risk of extinction in 
thewild.” 


Toys for birders 

While most bird watchers are happy with a 
reasonably priced Hahn 8x42 binoculars, the 
Serious birders prefer Leica or even Swarovski 
bins which cost between $1,500 and $ 2,5007 

Another toy is the spotting scope and ti 
pod which cost around $1,000. A telescope 
Т steadier instrument that allows a birder 
to see a bird, say е Colasisi up close.

The WBCP has been helping the DENR i 
its task of collecting data for the Asian Wa- 
terbird Census, which is a part of an annual 
global survey of water birds. 

As part of the government's educational 
campaign under the extensive Avian Influen- 
та Protection Program, the Avian Influenza 
Task Force has been issuing warnings against 
the dangers of hunting and capturing migra 
tory and other wild birds.

Residents of Manukan, Zamboanga del 
Norte, are recipients of the Solar Power Tech: 
nology Support (SPOTS) project jointly fund- 
ed by the Philippine and Spanish govern 
ments and personally launched by President 
Macapagal-Arroyo. 

Today, almost all of the beneficiaries want to 
retum their solar power system to the govem- 
ment because they could no longer afford to pay 
P170 per month to their electric cooperative. 

Benjamin Baynosa, village chief of Pata- 
дап, said that aside from the “bug-at ra kaayo 
nga binulang bayad (too heavy monthly 
рау) their cooperative is also spending huge 
amount to non-essential projects, like the 
construction of a two-story cooperative build- 
ing that only a few people use. 

“1t would have been a consolation if our so- 
lar power units can be adequately main- 
tained, but it is not. Our technician had a re- 
quest for plates for the batteries, but it is al- 
ready a year and nothing happened," Baynosa 
stressed. 

Asked if the solar power project has an im. 
pact on their lives, Baynosa said: Чез really а 
help because, for one, our children no longer 
use kerosene lamp when they study at night." 

But he quickly added that with the amount 
each beneficiary family has to pay, "we feel it 
is bener to go back to kerosene lamp." 


Complaints 

‘And they have reasons to complain. After 
all, SPOTS was given to this community and 
four other neighboring barangays practically 
for free. On Dec. 6, 2004, the President ar- 
rived in the village and launched the project 
that was hoped to improve the socioeconomic. 
conditions of the people. 

The SPOTS is jointly funded by the Philip- 
pine and Spanish governments and imple 
mented through the Department of Agrarian 
Reforms agrarian reform communi 

DAR personnel also organized the benefi- 
caries into a cooperative for a systematic way 
of maintaining the projec. Until now, they re- 
main the brains of the cooperative 

Baynosa said that more than a hundred of 
Patagan's 224 families availed themselves of 
the SPOTS, as wel asthe primary school and 
а store run by a local cooperative. A couple of 
Street lights is powered by the SPOTS. 

Buthe said that practically all of the project 
beneficiaries now want to return the solar 
power system to the government because 
Their lives were getting difficult. 

“The P170 could already mean rice or dried 
fish or milk for the children,” Baynosa said. 

Most of Patagan’s 1,600 residents depend

He said he had requested the replacement 
of worn-out plates of the batteries, but it was 
almost a year now and the cooperative had 
Yet to approve the request. 

He added that most of the functioning solar 
power units have reduced energy because 
Some of plates in their batteries were already 
destroyed 

When the SPOTS project started, each 
household used four electric lamps and had 
enough power for one appliance. Now, most 
residents use only two lamps, which they 
have to turn off at 10 p.m. because the batter- 
ies are already drained by that time.

TACLOBAN CITY—THE DEPART- 
ment of Education regional office 
here seems to be unfazed by the 
recurring problems it faces with 
the opening of classes. 

About 660,000 pupils and 
251,500 high school students are 
expected to troop during Mon- 
day's opening of classes to the dif- 
ferent public elementary and sec- 
ondary schools in Eastern Visayas 
alone. 

With the increase in enroll- 
ment, Eastern Visayas would 
have a shortage of 1,095 class- 
rooms in public ‘secondary 
schools and 451 classrooms in 
public elementary schools, said 
Rebecca Ragrag, education re- 
gional information officer 

Ragrag also said there isa need 
for 143,357 additional chairs and 
desks in both school levels. 

However, she said the shortage 
in classroom and furniture would 
not affect classes. 


Two shifts 

Ragrag recalled that the situa- 
tion has always been like this ev- 
ery opening of classes but these 
problems eventually are gradual- 
iy addressed. 

She said the DepEd has adopt- 
ed the double shift strategy, 
which meant holding moming 
and afternoon classes in the same 
classroom, to solve the problem. 
"In fact, Manila now is imple 
menting triple shif,” Ragrag 
added. 

While the DepEd had been 
constructing school buildings and 
pieces of furniture, she also urged 
the local government officials to 
help alleviate the situation.

Success owes Pearl Buck 

“Itis amazing to be back... Lowe majority 
of that suceess to the Pearl S. Buck Founda- 
tion,” Pinéda told his audience, who were 
completely taken by his warm smile and lack 
of celebrity airs. 

As a young boy, Pineda survived the hard 
life by working in Sapang Bato, a farming 
village just outside the iron fence of what 
was then Clark Air Base, an American mili- 
tary base. 

His mother remembers how Pineda en- 
dured the discrimination and teasing that 
went with growing up Amerasian. 

"When he was small our neighbors called 
him ‘nigger’ T advised him to just ignore the. 
teasing,” Cristina said. 

She managed to raise him by planting 
gabi (yams) and vegetables, selling native 
snacks and tending a small grocery store. 
Pineda's grandmother, Virginia, helped raise. 
him. 

Atfive years old, Pineda was already help- 
ing pack the yams in sacks or repack char- 
coal in small plastic bags. Then he would de- 
liver these to customers at the Pampang 
market in Angeles City. 

After classes and on weekends, Pineda 
sold suman and palitaw (rice cakes) in the 
village. Cristina gave him P2 for every P20 

His foundation sponsor, Hedgens, would 
also send Pineda money through a PS- 
BP-managed savings account so he could 
stay in school. Тһе money went to books, 
uniforms, school projects and his daily al- 
lowance. Pineda received gifts from Hed- 
gens every Christmas. 

Pineda's search for his biological father 
has been futile. But Cristina said her son has. 
never been resentful. 

He said he regards Hedgens like his true 
father. Up to now, Hedgens never fails to in- 
vite him to family occasions, he said. 


Talent, advice 

At the forum, Regina Diaz, who also has 
an African-American father, dedicated the 
song “Г Be There" to Pineda, which left him 
teary eyed. Three groups took turns dane- 
ing. 

Pineda said he would take them in as 
front acts for the benefit concert. 

‘The children peppered him with all sorts 
of questions. 

Why did his band name itself Black Eyed 
Peas? To this query by Eugene Nacine Pine- 
a said: “Because it is food for the soul.” 

In answer to another question by Diaz, һе 
said the group started when he and William 
James Adams Jr. (or William) "started 
dancing together and became best friends 
and hit it big in 1995." 

How he got to the United States, he said, 
was а result of constant communication 
with Hedgens. 

Pineda’s advice to them: “Write your 
sponsor. Tell them what's happening to you. 
Study hard. Be enthusiastic.” 

Replying to Christopher Villaruz, Pineda 
said he overcame difficulties by “surround- 
ing myself with good friends, staying close 
to family, studying hard, praying a lot.”

School" edition of the Jeopardy” tele- 
vision quiz show, earlier made it to 
the circle of 15 finalists from the 286 
that started in the competition last 
Wednesday. 

The 14-year-old son of John and 
Jean Henares, both holders of math 
degrees from the University of the 
Philippines, qualified for the national 
competition by winning the regional 
Speling Bee in New Haven, Con 
necticut, last March. 

Henares’ top five finish was im- 
pressive, considering that semi-final- 
ists from across the US and other 
countries, including Canada and New 
Zealand, had come to Washington for 
the highly competitive annual 
spelling contest. A series of elimina- 
tion rounds, spread over several days, 
eventually narrowed the field down 
to 15 finalists. 

Henares and the other finalists 
were treated to a surprise visit to the 
White House where they met First La- 
dy Laura Bush. 

California's Evan ОТоттеу, anoth- 
er home-schooled child who emerged 
as the 2007 champion, received a 
$35,000 prize, a $5,000 scholarship, 
а $2,500 savings bond and a set of 
reference works. 


Light moments 

"The Associated Press Joseph White 
credited Joseph for providing some 
light moments during the tense pro- 
ceedings. 

White wrote: "The first bit of bu- 
mor in the finals came from Joseph 
Henares, who exclaimed, ‘Oh, my 
God, when he was given the word 
‘punaise. When told it was а bedbug, 
the l&yearold boy from Avon, 
Conn., replied, '1 like bedbug bet 
His eyes grew huge when told he had 
spelled it without a flaw” 

Joseph edged past 13-year-old In- 
dian American Samir Patel, consid- 
ered by many to be this years fa- 
vorite. Samir was eliminated in the 
fifth round, ending his dream of win- 
ning the spelling tite that dominated 
the last five years of his life.

‘Joseph was among the five sur- 
vivors which also included Evan; 13- 
year-old Prateek Kohli of Westbury 
NX; 14-year-old Isabel Jacobson of 
Madison, Wis; and Nate Gartke of 
Spruce Grove, Alberta, who was at 
tempting to be the fist Canadian to 
win the event. 

Joseph misspelled "aniseikonia" (а 
visual defect), Prateek missed 
"oberek (a Polish folk dance) and 1s- 
abel was out on 'cyanophycean" (а 
kind of algae), the AP said. 

"That left only Evan and Gartke in a 
tense one-on-one duel. But after 
three more rounds, Gartke missed the 
medical word "coryza" by adding the 
lener “h” and Evan became the cham- 
pion when he aced "serrefine" a noun 
describing small forceps. 

As a finalist, eighth-grader Joseph 
was making only his second US prime 
time TV appearance.

“We drilled Joseph on how to bid 

We came up with various scenarios 
covering the what ifs.

“We had about less than a month to 
prepare, So we brainstormed among 
ourselves what the likely "tide cate- 
gories would be. We came up with Su- 
perheroes, recent kids movies, whats 
on Disney Channel, Nickelodeon and 
Cartoon Network, among others. 

“Then we determined which 
among those categories Joseph was 
weak at, and we did online searches 
on them. We also had Joseph read the 
latest issue of the Kids’ Almanac,” 
said John in the 2005 Ingumen inter 
view.

‘The Henares couple is part of a 
growing number of parents in the 
United States who are opting to edu- 
cate their children at home. This 
trend has resulted in the term “home 
school" being accepted as a word en- 
try in dictionaries of the English lan- 
guage.

John credits his son's success to his 

being an avid reader and his ability to 
in knowledge and information 
about things that he encounters. 

“His mom does a good job—and 

has great patience—in quizzing him 
in preparation for contests. But then, 
any other non-home schooling mom 
could have done just as well,” he 
said. 
He said he and his wife decided to 
home-school Joseph and the other 
children after they met a number of 
Catholic parents who were home- 
schooling their children. 

"She was impressed with their ded- 
ication and their testimony of very fa- 
vorable results that they experienced 
with their children. She observed first 
hand how the children functioned 
and behaved,” said John. 

When Joseph reached school age, 
the couple decided to give home- 
schooling a try.

BAGUIO CITY—AN AMERI- 
can living in this city spent 
the whole of Friday morning 
tying green ribbons on the 
sleeves of people he met on 
the street on which stands a 
concrete pine tree. 


Tom Ewing, a mathematics professor 
who is a faculty adviser at one of the uni 
versities in Baguio, said the ribbons меге 
part of his campaign to “reawaken th 
‘community's consciousness to the city’s 
‘dwindling pine tree cover." 

Most of the pedestrians Ewing pinned 
the ribbons on, however, were oblivious 
of his personal crusade. 

Since April, Ewing has been at the 
forefront ofa petition to stop a local uni- 
versity from chopping down a large pine 
tree standing in the way of a future day 
care center on campus. 

Ewing said he and three Filipino vol- 
unteers distributed the ribbons as а show 
of commitment to “all pine trees," hop- 
ing to generate the same outrage that 
compelled Baguio residents to stop the 
privatization plan of Camp John Hay by 
a Taiwanese firm in the 1990s. 

He calls his group "The Sea of Green 
Movement," to inspire residents “to wear 
green clothes to symbolize the principle 
that trees belong to the people and not 

te owners.” 

Ewing said he faces a daunting task 
now that he has demanded the preserva- 
tion of the pine tree that straddles two 
universities and a hospital along As- 
sumption Road here. 

In the letter he distributes to pedestri- 
ans, Ewing says the pine tree has been 
marked with the number "1" in yellow 
paint. 
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The city had marked most of the trees 
growing along major thoroughfares for 
inventory purposes. “It is the Number 1 
large old tree in Baguio,” Ewing said. 

He said university officials who refuse 
to heed his protest should be equated 
with United States President George W 
Bush, whom he criticized for refusing to 
sign the 1997 Kyoto Protocol on Global 
Warming. 

“On this issue, [Bush] is a solitary iso- 
lated president. The American people 
are shocked and ashamed of him. He is 
an anti-environmentalis,” he said. 

"(The university president] refuses to 
save the large old tree... On this issue, he 
is also a solitary isolated president," Ew- 
ing said. 

The issue of protecting Baguio's pine 
trees always strongly resonates political 
ly here, according to the city environ- 
ment office. 

Baguio has a law penalizing people 
who harm pine trees. 

Civic groups and Baguio's old families 
marched on the streets on at least three 
occasions between 1993 and 2000 to 
protest governmentled projects that 
threatened the city’s remaining forest 
cover.

Teams to ask PBA to nullify deal

AT LEAST FOUR MEMBERS OF THE PHILIP- 
pine Basketball Association board are 
questioning the legality of the recent trade 
involving Enrico Villanueva and Romel Ad- 
ducul and are set to file a motion to nullify 
the deal, believing that transactions like 
these could ultimately cause the downfall 
ofthe league. 

Two of those board members were very vocal 
in their protest ofthe trade and claimed that tvi 
lated а newly-enforced rule—the Restricted 
Trading List—implemented by commissioner 
Noli Eala. 

Sta. Lucia's Buddy Eneamado and Alaska's 
Joaquin Trillo said they would raise a motion to 
"overtum the trade in a special board meeting 
scheduled this week at an undisclosed place. 

Eala welcomed the development, saying it 
“would give the league a chance to explain (how 
the deal took place]." 

Known to be one of the most outspoken mem 
bers the board has ever had, Encamado said that 
there is no parity in the league these days, with 
only the “moneyed” reams able to beef up their 
rosters. 

“Lets сай an apple an apple,” Encamado told 
a select group of scribes before their game versus 
Alaska Friday night at the Ynares Center in An 
tipolo. “The moment one rule is arbitrarily re- 
seinded, that is a bad sign." 

The RTL was introduced a few months ago by 
Eala precisely to curb one-sided trading among 
teams and prevent sister teams from consistently 
using "conduit squads" to get around a rule that. 
bars them from trading among each other. 

Under the new scheme, a team will put one 


yer in the list and that player cannot be traded 
‘another player on the opposite team's re- 
stricted list. 

Villanueva was the one listed in Red Bull's 
RTL, but Red Bull management was able to trade 
him for Adducul after it “delisted” the former 
Ateneo ace for being d

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Zamboanga-based 
sardines firm gears 
up for mega exports

KT THE RATE THAT MEGA FISHING CORP 
is adding to its export markets, every house- 
hold around the world will have a can of 
Mega Sardines in the cupboard. 

Mega president William T. Lim tells Sun- 
dayBiz that its sardines processed and packed 
in the processing facility in Zamboanga City 
are finding homes in over 20 countries, with 
more in the pipeline. 

Mega Fishing currently exports to many 
parts of Asia including the Middle East. It also 
Sends sardines to South America, South 
Africa, many countries in Europe and Africa, 
as well as the United States and Canada, 

Tr expects to soon add the giant markets of 
‘Australia and New Zealand to the list, due in 
part to its array of food safety certifications 
that allow the entry of its products to these. 
countries with strict environmental and food 
safety standards 

Lim says in an interview that the export 
volume has last year increased by 50 percent 
and he expects Mega Fishing to achieve the 
Same growth this year as it aggressively looks 
for more markets. 

What is good about sardines, he says, is 
that it appeals to all races and religious per- 
sussions, unlike beef or pork which are not 
accepted in some countries due to religious 
reasons. 

Also fueling the growth is the growing 
health consciousness among consumers in 
developed countries, making them prefer fish 
products over beef, pork and even chicken. 

"To think that it was just seven years ago 
when Mega Sardines made the move to pro- 
duce its own brand of sardines. 

For more than 30 years, Mega Fishing has 
just been getting fish for the other tuna can- 
ning companies in Zamboanga, the center of 
the sardine trade of the Philippines. 

"With its fleet of 55 fishing vessels equipped 
with the latest in sonar fish finders, Mega 
Fishing supplies as much as 80 percent of the 
fish used by the canning companies both in 
Metro Manila and Zamboanga. 

I sources its fish from the rich fishing 
grounds of Sulu Sea, about seven hours to the 
west of Zamboanga. 

Lim says it was actually from the other tuna 
companies that he got the idea of producing 
his own canned sardines. 

“1 was wondering why the other tuna can- 
ning companies were only getting the second 


and third dass tamban that we get for them, 
and I learned that the simple reason was cost. 
‘They wanted the second class fish because it 
was cheaper, Lim says. 

Knowing that the first-class fish will always 
be the best, he decided to expand into can- 
ning the fish himself through canning unit Ay- 
ala Seafoods Corp. and the Mega Sardines 
brand was born. 

“T can safely say that we have the best prod- 
uct becarse we use only the freshest fish, 
from the catching to the canning,” he says. 


Mega Fishing claims it takes only 12 hours 
for the fish brought to its own pier to end up 
in the can, thus preserving much of the nutri- 
ents, taking full advantage of its control over 
the entire supply chain. 

Mega Fishing has a 360-ton ice plant, con- 
sidered the biggest in Mindanao, a 600-met- 
ric ton cold storage plant and an automated 
canning plant. 

"We have machines that automatically cut. 
the fish because we want as little human con-

Lim explains that coming up with a high 
quality product was the only way for Mega. 
Sardines to stand out among the many sar- 
dine brands competing for the customers’ at- 
tention and money, both here and abroad. 

The local market has been good to Mega 
Fishing, Lim says, but he is betting on an even 
more dramatic growth from the export side of 
the business, and the Department of Industry, 
through the Center for International Trade 
Expositions and Missions is helping him find 
those markets.

and lighted up Barangay Rifeo in North Upi for 
the first time last February, the Teduray vil- 
lagers were ecstatic. It was a turning point for 
people who had gotten used to hard work. The 
Болка peak lighting system was more than 
enough to brighten up their nipa huts—two 
fluorescent lamps for the rooms and two white 
bulbs for the kitchen and veranda. 

The solar-powered lighting systems are 
provided by the Alliance for Mindanao Off- 
grid Renewable Energy (Amore) program to 
far-flung, off-grid villages mostly in the Au- 
tonomous Region in Muslim Mindanao (AR- 
MM). Launched in 2002, Amore is a partner- 
ship ofthe US Agency for International Devel- 
‘opment (USAID), the Department of Energy, 
Mirant Philippines Foundation, the ARMM 
and Winrock international. 

Rifao is one of the 36 barangays in the 
province of Shariff Kabunsuan to be ener- 
gized by Amore. 

Carved out from its mother province, 
Maguindanao, Shariff Kabunsuan has one of 
the highest poverty index rates in the ARMM. 
Yet the area has promising growth potentials 
with its rich coastal and forest resources, vast 
agricultural lands, and people with a firm re- 
solve to improve their lot.

Ofelia Moafot’s family can now be seen 
working on their baskets at their veranda 
even at dusk. “This will give us better in- 
come,” says Joanna, Ofelia's eldest child who 
acquired from her mother the skill of making 
intricate designs for baskets, bags and other 
handicraft. It was Ofelia's grandmother who 
had the original talent for weaving, which 
made Rifao popular for its uniquely designed 
‘Teduray handicraft. The skill was handed 
down from generation to generation. Basket 
weaving is not an easy job, selling them is 
even harder. It takes at least two days to put 
together all the materials needed to weave a 
regular-sized basket or bag, as the vay (rat- 
tan) and the pandan’ leaves need to be har- 
vested from the woods a few kilometers from 
the village. When all the materiais are ready, 
the weaving itself wil take two more days, 
depending on how intricate the design is. All 
the members of the Moafot family know how 
to weave, so they are able to finish six bags in 
four days. To зей the bags, they travel 20 km 
to the nearest town market by taking the ha- 
bal-habal at P200 per person. The bags and 
baskets can be sold at P150 pesos but buyers 
haggle down to P85 each. 

With the light, the Moafots can weave at 
night to double their income. So can the other 


households who rely on their corn yield for in- 
come. The Garcia family has put one of their 
light bulbs at their backyard window so they 
сап shell corn even at night and have them 
ready by day for sun drying. 


Plans for the future 

People in neighboring villages plan to 
transfer to Rifao to avail of the light. The 
‘Barangay Renewable Energy and Community 
Development Association (Brecda), orga- 
nized by Amore to manage the lighting pro- 
jects, has become agents of change in the vil- 
lage. A barangay electrification plan outlines 
steps in ensuring that the Brecda will be able

Building bridges between 
home and school 


THE RAINS ARE NOW UPON US, AND IN А. 
few days a new school year begins. 

‘Once again, parents like me find ourselves 
straddling that complex and tender terrain— 
the borderlands between home and school. In 
order for a child to succeed and do well during 
the school yeas itis very important that parents 
and teachers become allies in the very impor- 
tant and crucial work of nurturing, guiding and 
teaching children to become the best that they 
canbe, 

‘Unfortunately, that isn't always the case. Ev- 
ery school year presents a challenge to the in- 
volved and hands-on parent to create a parner- 
Ship with the school and the child's teachers— 
that is, a collaborative and empathetic partner- 
ship rather than an adversarial and competitive 

А child is the center of every parents world. 
А good and discerning teacher knows that and 
will naturally place the child's best interests at 
heart. 

In my many years as aparent of both a grade- 
school and a high-school student, Гуе had my 
fair share of both heartwarming and horror sto- 
ries of encounters with my children's teachers. I 
know some of them really пу their best to com- 
municate with their students parents but be- 
cause the class size is just too large, the message 
does not get across. 

On the other hand, there are teachers who al- 
so try their very best to open the lines of com- 
munication but sometimes, unfortunately there 
are also parents who keep putting off meeting 
with their child's teacher unti it is very late. 

"What can parents do to make sure that the 
bridges we build berween home and school are 
sturdy? That they can withstand the rigors of 
everyday pressures that come from academic 
demands and the responsibilities that parents 
have at home and at work? 


Regular communication. 

First, regular, two-way communication is an 
essential key to building а harmonious home- 
School relationship. As a parent, you know your 
child best. Your child's teacher should respect 
and recognize that wisdom. 

‘On the other hand, your child might be ex- 
biting behavior or attitudes at school that he 
does not manifest at home. As his mother or fa- 
ther, you need to be open also to what your 
childs teacher may have to say about your 
child. Let the teacher know how you think your. 
child lears best and what motivates or turns off 
your son or daughter, Ask your child's teacher 
how she would Ше you to be involved in your 
chis learning process, and be upfront if you 
cannot perform accordingly so that adjustments 
can be made. 

‘Second, be involved in your child's school as 
much as you can. Studies have shown that chil- 
ren of parents who consistently show up dur-

ing parent-teacher meetings and are involved in 
their children’s school activities have a higher 
academic average than children of parents who 
show minimal involvement. 

No matter how busy you are, parent-teacher 
conferences (PTC's) are a mustattend. Many 
corporations have now become more sensitive 
to the needs of working moms and as long as a 
mom gives due notice, bosses will allow you 
time off from work. 

‘On the other hand, Tm glad to see a rising 
trend among fathers who make themselves pre- 
sent at school PTC's and orientation days. After 
all, parenting is supposed to be a partnership. 
There was a time when such conferences were 
the bastion of mothers. Thankfully, there has 
been a marked improvement in paternal partic- 
ipation, which is so important, more so if you 
havea son. 

Be aware of what goes on in your child's aca- 
demic and personal life at any given time. On a 
daily basis, as much as you can, especially if 
your children are under the age of 10, check his 
‘or her homework notebook and ask your child if 
there are any notices or leners given from

whelmed later on.” 

In a class of 40 students, itis impossible for 
teachers to meet the learning needs of every- 
опе. One-on-one tutorials may be essential 
for slower or faster learners. 1 inform students 
of my regular consultation hours, and 1 am 
happy that many of them use this opportunity 
to enhance learning. For students who need 
to brush up on the basics, I go through exer- 
Чез with them in detail. For those who prefer. 
а challenge, I discuss advanced topics or pose 
‘more complex problems. 

Teachers—good teachers, at least—wel- 
come questions. Last year, when my son was 
in Grade 2, his Science teacher told me: "like 
the fact that Scott is not afraid to ask ques- 
tions if he wants to clarify things. 1 especially 
admire him for doing the asking himselt 
Mostly, parents are the ones who call me up, 
and sometimes I wonder if they or their sons 
are the ones with the questions. 1 hope they 
are not doing the homework for their kids.” 

‘When the teacher discusses a lesson, re- 
view the details later in the day, even if the 
testis still far away If a point is not clear, re- 
flect on it for a while. If you really cannot un- 
derstand it, then seek help as soon as possible. 
Do not close your eyes and pray that you will 
never see the topic again. According to Mur- 
phys Law, the topics you don't know are most 
Ішу the ones you will meet in the test. 


Master the basics 

My friend was frantic. “Can you help my 
daughter? She does not know division and 
she has a test next week. I have been sitting 
beside her for four hours, and we have пос 
made progress. Now 1 am yelling at her, and 
she is crying. I don't know what to do." 

Sure enough, her daughter, whom 1 will 
call Riza, could not do division. But what my 
friend neglected to mention was that Riza 
could barely do multiplication either. Four 
hours—even four times four hours—of hard 
work was not the best strategy here. If Riza 
did not know that 4 times 6 is 24, then how 
could she tackle 24 divided by 4? 

Riza's problem was not so much division it- 


self, but lack of mastery of the skills required 
for division. 1 was not surprised to learn that 
Riza had also flunked a previous test for mul- 
tiplicaion. 

“Can't we just do division now, and go back 
to multiplication next time,” she pleaded, 
"since the coming test will be on division any- 
way 

Sorry no way. New knowledge builds on 
prior learning and, for a subject like math, 
Where one concept leads to another, mastery 
Of the basics is essential. For the next four 
days, we did nothing but multiplication. 1 in- 
troduced songs, pointed out number patterns 
and advised Riza to eat memory-boosting 
foods. 

We studied division only during the last 
two days, but by then, spurred by freshly 
learned multiplication facts and a giant fear 
of failure, Riza was able to grasp the concepts. 
She got 80 percent on the test, and would 
have gotten higher if she had finished the 50 
items 

Of course, to totally master a topic, how 
could a week, however intensive it had been, 
ever be enough? 

‘Once, when T asked a student why be failed 
a test, he admitted: “I did not understand 
Chapter Two, so I skipped the pages and went 
to Chapter Three. Bur 1 got lost. was hoping 
to catch up in the next chapter, but things got 
worse.” 

Studying hard is important, but itis also es- 
sential to study wisely If you cannot compre- 
hend a complex topic, chances are you have 
mot understood the concepts leading up to it. 
Instead of banging your head on the prover- 
bial wall, or worse, giving up, why don't you 
go back to earlier lessons? Again, seek help if 
needed, 

Learning is not easy, but then, things worth 
doing seldom are. But with the right mindset, 
proper support and good habits, learning can 
not only be endured, but even enjoyed as 
well. Have a great school year!

Show your child that you are genuinely 
and consistently involved in their school life. 
They will appreciate your concern (even if they 
dont show it) and will remember that they 
need to be on top of things as well. 

1f you are concerned about your child's per- 
formance or note some behavioral changes, talk 
to the teacher about it. Do not be shy about 
making an appointment with your child's teach- 
er if you deem it necessary. The next PTC might 
фе too late to discuss your concerns. However, 
be cognizant also, and this is true in big, tradi- 
tional schools, that а teacher will normally 
have, on the minimum, 200 names to remem- 
ber, which translates to an overloaded sched- 
ше 

Give ample time to request for a conference 
and write down all the points you need to dis- 
cuss. It will be easier to remember what you 
want to talk about, especially if you only have a 
limited time.

Sy and his team began working on the pro 
Ject as early as December 2004. Actual con- 
struction started in the early part of 2006. 

As opposed to SM City Cebu's bigger South- 
wing (162,000 sqm), the three-level North-

wing hasa land area of 108,000 sqm. Surpris- 
ingly, only 18,000 sqm will be leased out to 
tenants, while the rest will be used as public 
spaces. 

"The parking area alone, which can accom- 
modate close to 1,500 vehicles, measures 
close to 67,000 sqm. Giant hallways will be 
connecting the old, more mass-based South- 
wing to the more upscale Northwing. 

An Australian firm will be designing the 
Northwing's common areas based on a theme 
inspired by "wellness." The look is thus decid- 
edly subtle and cozy with plenty of wood and 
earth tones.

“In the same way that SM City Cebu de- 
fined the shopping experience, we hope the 
Northwing would elevate malling to a higher 
level,” said Marissa Fernan, SM's VP-market- 
ing communication group (Vis-Min). 

SM City Cebu opened to the public in 
November 1993, making it the mall chain's 
first significant foray in the south. 

But even before Sy and company conceived 
of the Northwing, SM has already had ample 
experience catering to the needs of Metro 
Manila's high-end market via such upscale es- 
tablishments as ‘The Podium and The Block 
(at SM City North Edsa). 

“We haven't made a final listing of tenants 
yet," said Fernan. "Ir will be a mix of new and 
old names, а number of which are home- 
grown. Some are poised to expand their pres- 
етсе in Cebu, while others are introducing 
mew concepts." 

Cebu-based jeweler and socialite Amparito. 
Lhuillier for instance, is thinking of opening a 
high-end jewelry store in the new venue. A 
number of designers, led by the venerable 


Philip Rodriguez, are also considering follow- 
ingher lead. 

Meanwhile, Apple and Samsung Mobile 
are making the most out of Metro Cebu's 
booming economy by opening their respec- 
tive stores at the Northwing. Apart from Ce- 
bu's thriving tourist and manufacturing in- 
dustries, the province is home to the biggest 
call centers outside Metro Manila. 

"We're also working on a coffee-table book 
оп Cebu,” said Fernan. "The book, which will 
feature aspects of Cebu life such as its her- 
itage, fashion, food and design, is our gift to 
the people of Cebu. Hopefully, it will be fin- 
ished in time for the Northwing's opening.”

Brion decries misquote on holidays 


LABOR AND EMPLOYMENT SECRETARY 
Arturo D. Brion clarified on Thursday that he 
was grossly misquoted as saying that the 
government's holiday economics is "anti-la- 
Dor" and  "anti-business" following 
Malacanang's declaration of June 11, a Mon- 
day, аз non-working holiday. 

Holiday economics is a term used when 
President Arroyo moves non-working holidays 
to the nearest weekend to allow families to 
spend more time together and help boost do- 
mestic tourism. 

"What the paper quoted was my statement 
during an interview in Malacanang before 
Мау 1 in response to a query on whether April 
30, which is a Monday, would be declared a 
non-working holiday because May 1 was a 
Tuesday. The query was whether there would 
be continuous holidays from the weekend to 
May 1," Brion said. 

“My position is that the declaration of April 
30 as an additional special non-working holi- 
day would be prejudicial to the daily paid 
workers who would not be paid for that day, 
while an unscheduled non-working day is 
against the interest of the business because 
they did not factor in this holiday in their 
plan of operations,” he said. “There was also 
ho prior announcement or any indication that 
May 1 would be moved to April 30.”

THERE ARE ARE SOME WHO MAKE THE HABIT OF MAKING 
the sign of the cross before starting a work or a task at hand.

AT WORK, WE TEND TO EMPHASIZE THE VALUE OF WHAT 
we know over the importance of how we relate to others. In 
fact, how we relate to others in the workplace often depends 
on what we know, whether its skills or information. Thus, 
when a situation comes which we can not understand, we 
are lost ме do not know how to handle it. What are those | 
situations? Everyday things, some big, others litte, like 
things or records missing inexplicably, people suddenly acting 
irrationally, rash decisions by the bosses, ete. 

Imagine yourself as one of the people Jesus is talking to in 
today’s gospel. You are a fisherman, a shepherd, a tax collec- 
tor who never heard of theology, and here is your master tell 
ing you everything that the Father has is his... and that this 
father will take from him what is his and declare it to you. 
"What the hiccups is he talking about?" you might impatiently 
mumble to your seatmate. You know how to make a living— 
how to mend nets, to shear the sheep or to balance the 
books—but Но-ішті to the scenario “the boss” is speaking of. 

Tn such situations, nothing of what you know will help 
you. But you need not be "lost" for so long, because in ev- 
ery situation, especially in the workplace when you interact 
with virtual strangers the whole day, something surpasses 
all knowledge and that is the knowledge that you are loved 
by the Father. Knowing this gives you all the confidence you 
need to face any situation undaunted. You will be imper- 
vious to your coworkers’ evil intentions and unpleasant sur- 
prises; you will understand the reason behind unjust circum- 
stances even when you might appear to be a victim of such.

Following are a few tips on 
spotting the right headhunter 
to work with: 

Check the company's track 
record. More than anything, a 
good or bad reputation says a 
lot. Aside from checking data 
from the Internet and other 
sources, you may also ask your 
friends who have actually 


tried using the same company. 
Find out if they were happy 
with the experience and if 
there were any disappoint- 
ments. For example, the com- 
рапу may be the biggest in 
terms of size but what you re- 
ally need to know is how the. 
firm actually bandles the job 
search, how they handle can- 
didates and what sort of busi- 
ness ethics they practice. 


Get to know the person 
handling your papers. More 
than anything, the person 
who will handle your CV can 
help make or break your ca- 
reer. Executive search is a 
trust business and it is impor- 
tant that you feel comfortable 
and confident to talk about 
your career plans with the 
person who processes your CV 
and who will eventually rep- 
resent you before the client. 
Look for clues on any inconsis- 
tencies with your head- 
hunter. As mentioned earlier, 
it is imperative that you work 
with an honest and compe- 
tent advisor. 

Understand your head- 
hunters business process. 
Headhunters have different 
ways of doing business. Some 
are very organized and struc- 
tured while others may just 
follow whatever method is 
best at that moment. Usu- 
ally, the person handling your 
papers also manages accord- 
ing to his personality. Try to 
discover how the headhunter 
does business and decide 


whether you would like your 
papers to be handled that 
way. For example, if you 
were a stickler for organiza- 
ton, you would choose to 
work with a headhunter who 
can clearly discuss with you 
the steps that you need to go 
through and perhaps apprise 
you on what to expect along 
the way. 

By taking the time to get to 
know the headhunters that 
call you, future misgivings 
may be eliminated and you 
may finally enjoy the process 
of being matched with a poten- 
tial job. As one Filipino man- 
ager once told an American 
executive interviewing him, “I 
was pirated,” This led the in- 
nocent American boss to con- 
jure images of Carribean pi- 
rates snatching his candidate. 
While you may enjoy a good 
laugh with this story, you may 
not fully appreciate it unless 
you have found the right 
headhunter to work with.

‘How to survive bureaucracy 
and make me feel in control of my life?’ 


I HAVE BEEN WORKING FOR F 


over 15 years now. I had been 
to three companies since I 
started working. Now, in my 
‘mid-30s, Lam beginning to re- 
alizethat more and more, Lam. 
losing control over my life, as I 
feel being victimized by office 
bureaucracy, unfair policies 
and bosses who seem to take. 
advantage of superior-subordi- 
nate relationships. 

‘On one hand, I want to be 
free from the bureaucratic maze 
inthe corporate world. On the 
other hand, I have no other 
means of livelihood, as I have 
not tried being in business or 
doing something else other 
than being an employee. 

Сап you give me some tips 
оп how to survive the bureau- 
cracy and feel more in control of 
my own life? I feel being victim- 
ized and taken advantage of. 

Helpless 


The way you wrote your let- 
ter didn't seem to picture you as 
helpless. I had to edit out sev- 
ега portions to make your letter 
more printable. But you seem 
to have very strong feelings, es- 
pecially about losing control 
and being victimized. 

T think it was the ancient phi- 
losopher Epictetus who wrote 
in his “Discourses” that “no man 
is free who is not master of him- 
self.” 

Losing control 

I think the key word in your 
case is CONTROL. If you do not 
control your life, perhaps some- 
body or something is manipu- 
lating you and you can be VIC- 
TIMIZED in many ways. 1 will 
have to agree with your think- 
ing that somebody who is run- 
ning his or her life according to 
the dictates of others is not in 
control and is being victimized. 

For now, however, let me say 
that generally one cannot be 
victimized unless he or she al- 
lows himself or herself to be vi 
timized. In fact, it could be that 
people victimize their own 
selves in many ways, as they 
live their lives everyday. You 
will feel victimized if your life is 
not working the way you want 
it 

Whether we like it or not, ће 
truth is that there are millions of 
people who allow themselves 
to be dominated, manipulated 
and pushed around. These are 
the people who often feel that 
they are not strong or smart 
enough to be in charge of their 
lives. Instead of pulling their 
own strings, they would rather 
hand over their own strings to

The corporation as 
controller 

то put it bluntly, business in- 
stitutions like the corporation 
exist for only one reason—to 
make profits. They are built to 
perpetuate themselves in order 
to make more money for those 
who invested in making prod 
ucts and delivering services. 
Certainly, they are not in busi- 
ness for charity—even if some 
pretend to be. 

If you think that the corpora: 
tion owes you some amount of 
loyalty because you gave it your 
best, think again—you might 
be simply disillusioned. 

Here's the truth—and I know 
that people-oriented CEOs will 
cry to high heavens and censure 
me for what 1 will say next. 

Corporations will tend to pay 
you for your services until you 
сап no longer work the way 
they expect you to, and then 
they will look for the most inex- 
pensive way to dismiss you. 
The moment you join any of 
these institutions as an em- 
ployee, this is the implied 
agreement. In spite of retire- 
ment or pension plans and 
other benefits that can cushion 
the impact of your dismissal, 
the fact remains that when you 
are no longer needed, they will 
find the cheapest way to dis- 
pose of you. 

Harsh reality 

1 ат not complaining of the 
way corporations are. 1 spent 
the best years of my life helping 
run some of these institutions. 
Corporations are not human 
beings—employees are. Busi- 
nesses operate the way they 
just do. That is the reality and 
there's no changing that. 

You don't have to be upset 
with the way businesses oper- 
ate. At the same time, you do 
not have to enslave yourself 
and over-commit yourself to the 
corporation, to the detriment 
of your family relationship and 
to utter neglect of your own 
personal being. If you work 
hard enough, get paid enough, 
and after long years of service 


you get a gold watch when you 
retire, or some token of appre- 

ciation, 1 don’t think you should 
есі victimized. 

How you get victimized 

Here are a number of ways 
one can easily get victimized by 
business institutions. As you 
will notice, these are things 
that victims do, not what the 
"victimizer" does. 

* Thinking that the corpora- 
tion is human and can't func- 
tion without you, so you de: 
vote your whole time and life 
toit 

* Swearing your loyalty ог 
undying allegiance to your 
company and feeling that your 
obligation to the corporation is 
greater than your obligation to 
yourself and your family 

* Expecting that the corpora- 
tion will take care of your every 
need and attend to these needs 
expeditiously 

* Failing to understand the 
bureaucracy and expecting effi- 
ciency, logic and sense of ur- 
gency 

How not to be victimized 

It is difficult to untangle one- 
self from slavery and victimiza- 
tion, bur just the same, here are 
some suggestions that can help 
you regain control of your life 
and unshackle yourself from 
victimization: 

* Assess your priorities in life, 
hoping that when you are 
through with your list, you find 
yourself, then your family, on 
top of your list 

* Shift your beliefs about the 
corporation, be realistic about 
what 1 said here earlier, and 
find out if you want to continue 
"enslaving" yourself 

* Have more quiet time for 
yourself and opportunities to 
do things that are important to 
you, even if you have to take 
more leaves of absence from 
work 

* Learn ways to control your 
mind, especially in order to re- 


lieve yourself of tensions 
brought about by "institutional 
slavery" (dont tell anyone 
about your new mindset—you 
could lose your job fast) 

* Delete the word “retire- 
ment" from your vocabulary, 
and promise yourself that you 
will continue to do what you 
love to do even after you leave 
your job 

* If you truly hate what's 
happening to you now, look for 
alternatives to working in а cor- 
poration, learn what else to do 
aside from just being an em- 
ployee 

* Stop using the usual ex- 
оше, "I have a responsibility to." 

* Once in a while, keep away 
from your watch or calendar 
and avoid the compulsion to 
run your life against the clock. 
In my case, L have mastered the 
art of eating, sleeping, waking, 
writing, talking, etc. as I please, 
mot when 1 am supposed to 

* Finally, live your life as if 
you only have six months to 
live. This will compel you to do 
the things you love to do—not 
the things that you are sup- 
posed to do 

When you are able to do all 
these things, you will feel a new 
sense of freedom. However, 
perhaps, this advice is not for 
the faint of heart, or for those 
‘who need somebody “stronger” 
or "smarter" to run their lives. 
As for me, I have learned to be- 
lieve what Honore de Balzac 
says, "Bureaucracy is a giant 
mechanism operated by pyg 
mies." 

1 have learned to refuse tó al- 
low pygmies to run my own life. 
1 hope you, too, can.

VARIETY is a characteristic that 
definitely describes Philippine cuisine. We 
have several variations of the kilawin 
(ceviche), several variations of the adobo, 
several kinds of bagoong (shrimp or fish 
paste), and several kinds of achara (pickled 
vegetables). 


But there's one item where we miss out on 
variety, and that's beer. Although widely 
consumed in this country, beer appears to 
be under-appreciated. There is an 
abundance of San Mig Light, Pale Pilsen or 
Beer na Beer, but the consumers' choices 
for this beverage run the gamut only from 
A to C. It would take a hop to maybe three 
bars to find one that offers Cerveza Negra. 


Beer Paradise is no heaven, 
that's why they have a variety 
world-famous ales and pilsen 


So for the dark beer consumers, the hunt 
may get quite frustrating. Having to fly to 
Hong Kong just to appreciate a good 
draught does not paint a picture of a good 
beer industry. 


Fortunately, a Belgian dude named Danny 
and his friends saw this miserable state 
and introduced a little resto-bar called Beer 
Paradise that offers enough beer choices 
to make a beer drinker happy. Still no 
Guinness Draught, unfortunately, but they 
more than make up for it with other 
selections. 


The Paradise offers abbey beers, pale 
pilsen, amber beers, strong beers, fruit 
beers, even Trappist monk beers. | am no 
beer connoisseur, as | myself grew up on 
just pale and only had my first taste of dark 
beer in Angel's Breath in The Village in 
2004, but here's a basic low-down for 
those who have not heard of anything 
outside of Pale and Light . (Connoisseurs, 
please feel free to send additional info to 
margauxlicious.blogspot.com): 


There is ale, which is brewed with top- 
fermenting yeasts at temperatures between 
15 and 24 *C (60 and 75 *F) resulting in 
beer with a slightly fuller body than lager. 
And there is lager, which is brewed with 
bottom-fermenting yeast at temperatures 
between 7-12 °C (45-55 °F) for its primary 
fermentation or "the fermentation phase," 
and then 0-4 *C (32-40 *F) for its 
secondary fermentation or "the lagering 
phase." This results in a "crisper" tasting 
beer. 


Then there is pale lager and dark lager. 
(Pilsen is actually a town in the Czech 
Republic known for brewing the pale lager 
since 1842, hence the term Pale Pilsen.) 
Pale lager is light in color and high in 
carbonation, with a strong hop flavor and 
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an alcohol volume content of around five 
percent. Dark beers use dark or patent 
malts that have been roasted longer or use 
roasted unmalted barley; other dark beers, 
not as good, just use colorants such as 
caramel. 


Draught beer is beer that is served from a 
pressurized keg which produces those fine 
bubbles that give you that creamy 
mouthfeel. If you want to try draught beer, 
you can visit Grappa's in Greenbelt or on 
Reposo. For something that resembles 
draught beer, Guinness was brilliant 
enough to create a beer widget in the 80s, 
which allows that creamy mouthfeel to be 
achieved even from canned Guinness by 
means of a pressurized ball inside the can, 
hence the label on the can that reads 
Guinness Draught. Of course it's not as 
good as the real thing. 


Beer Paradise goes the extra mile and also 
offers Trappist beers. There are only six 
Trappist breweries in the world, and only 
five now exist, all in Belgium, and no other 
breweries are entitled to apply that name to 
their product. These are Westmalle, 
Westvleteren, Chimay, Rochefort, Orval 
and Achel. All the beers from here are top- 
fermenting, relatively strong ales. 


Beer Paradise, according to Danny, is the 
exclusive distributor of Chimay in the 
Philippines, and proudly offers Chimay 
Rouge and Chimay Bleu. You appreciate 
this in a goblet-shaped glass . 


Unfortunately, the prices at Paradise are 
also world-class (read: steep). A Chimay 
goes for around P245. But if you take your 
beer seriously, in a country where you can 
hardly find any Trappist monk ale, it's worth 
every sip! 


Beer Paradise also offers Stella Artois, one 
of the more famous Belgian lagers; Lucifer, 
a devilishly strong Belgian pale ale; 
Kasteel, a Belgian beer that we would call 
traidor (traitor) because it is sweet yet 
creepingly strong, and, of course, 
Guinness, among their many selections of 
beer. 


So for those of you who have had nothing 
but San Mig Light in the past couple of 
years, take a break and try out these 
variations. Yes, there are other brands out 
there! •

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The Ties that Bind 


Tue 1970s saw a 
construction boom in Saudi 
Arabia that had skilled Filipino 
workers making their way to the 
Middle East to support families 
in the Philippines.

The tapes 
involved the whole barrio in 
their town in Pampanga. "We'd 
pop in a 120-minute cassette 
and record messages, songs, 
and whatever it was we felt like 
recording. The neighbors 
would come to sing as well and 
recount what was happening in 
the barrio." 


But unlike Ruben who 
eventually got used to living

apart from his father, other 
children are not as resilient. 
Matt Mercado, now 10, was 
only four when his father left to 
work in Saipan. The older man 
could only manage a vacation 
home every two years and 
Matt's mother, Lutchie, 
observed that the boy was not 
comfortable around his father 
despite regular phone calls 
and letters. 
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Fortunately, many OFWs in the 
Middle East were allowed to 
bring their families with them. 
Mom and І joined Daddy in 
1987. Anna, her two sisters, 
and their mother left for Riyadh 
in 1993. Thus started a normal 
family life for us. 


| spent nine years of my 
childhood in Riyadh, where my 
brother was born in 1990, just 
four days before the Gulf War. 
Ours was a close-knit family. 
We went to a small Filipino 
school with less than a 
thousand students. Weekends 
were spent at home or in the 
mall, and we'd have friends 
over for parties and 
sleepovers. 


We returned to Manila for good 
in 1996. Perhaps it was 
because of our nine years 
together that | found it more 
difficult to adjust to our new 
life. Thankfully, Dad's 
managerial position allowed 
him to come home once or

twice a year. Later, he sent us 
a fax machine so we could 
easily send letters. He also 
called once a week. 


| remember how difficult it was. 
We not only had to adjust to 
life without my father, but also 
to life in Manila, and to our 
new schools. My grades 
suffered. My brother didn't 
understand why Daddy was 
away. Dad's visits were a very 
emotional time for us. His 
arrival would be cause for 
much elation while his 
departure would leave us 
depressed. 


Over time, we became 
accustomed to the distance, 
and things became easier. We 
started using e-mail when | 
was in college, and our 
correspondence became more 
regular. The advent of mobile 
phones and text messaging 
made communication more 
constant and more personal.

Such regular contacts 
prevented what would have 
been an awkward relationship 
with an absentee parent. 


Roshel Liwanag, 30, a 
programmer in Ortigas, was 6 
when her father, an aluminum 
cutter, left the country to work 
in the Middle East from 1983 
to 2005. Since he was home 
only every two years, Roshel 
became closer to her mother. 
"| wasn't used to telling him 
about the things going on in 
my life," she admits. When he 
came home for good, "it was 
difficult, because we didn't 
know how to deal with each 
other. We didn't know each 
other's attitudes, likes and 
dislikes." 


Such cases are becoming rare 
these days, as telecom 
companies seize on a captive 
market. Latest market reports 
show that Globe's total 
revenues from international 
long distance services in 2006 
was P13.9 billion, P400 million 
more than its 2005 revenue 
from the same services. A 
Nielsen Media Index OFW 
survey meanwhile quantified 
that 65.8 percent of Filipinos 
working abroad communicated 
via landline in 2006, while 83.2 
percent used their mobile 
phones. More than half (or 
52.9 percent) of OFWs 
communicate at least once a 
week, the same survey noted. 


Indeed, thanks to mobile 
phones, OFW fathers are no 
longer strangers to their 
children. Fathering has 
become just a text message or 
a phone call away. * б

Rethinking 


Fatherhood

Women's overseas work, gay couples and live-in partnerships are changing 
the country's more traditional concept of fathering 


Ім the last 50 years ог so, more Filipino 
women have taken up paid work outside 
the home. In factories and in offices, 
women's rigid work schedules have kept 
them out of their homes most of the day. 
Very few work places have provisions for 
child care. 


Some of the women are fortunate enough 
to be able to return home at the end of the 
day. Many others, however, have to 
content themselves with regular phone 
calls or text messages as overseas Filipino 
workers (OFW) are separated by distance 
from their families. This is true as well of 
rural women who migrate to big cities to 
work as domestics or as factory and office 
workers. The rise of export processing and 
industrial zones, with their distinct 
preference for women workers, have also 
made stay-at-home mothers a rarity these 
days. 


Traditionally, when women leave home, the 
children are left with a network of other 
female caregivers, an assortment of caring 
aunts, sisters or grandmothers. But many 
of these women have themselves taken up 
work outside the home. It has become 
inevitable then for men to take on the 
domestic chores, including childcare, 
sometimes on a full-time basis, especially if 
their wives work overseas. 


This has not been easy, given the culture in 
which most Filipino men have been raised. 
Despite the multiple roles that many 
women have assumed in recent years, a 
lot of families continue to cling to 
Stereotyped gender roles where sons are 
privileged and exempted from domestic 
сһогев. As adults suddenly forced into 
househusband roles, they often find 
themselves helpless, unable to handle the 
work they've traditionally dismissed as 
"feminine." 


On the other hand, as we see more 
househusbands emerging, there will also 
be more sons who will have as role model 
some kind of New Age father, one who is 
not embarrassed to do the cooking, 
laundry, cleaning and child-rearing around 
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ALL aboard: As more fathers take on new roles, they're bound to 20 % 
bring their sons along as they unconsciously become role models. | 


the home. It seems logical to think that as 
more men take on these domestic roles, 
they might actually become more patient 
and nurturing as well, and will pass on 
these character traits to both their 
daughters and sons. At present, tiis, 
fortitude, and in some cases, stoic 
patience—being able to take stress silently 
and without complaining—have been 
identified mainly with mothers; it shouldn't 
take long before that virtue becomes 
gender-neutral. 


Besides the househusbands who take up 
the roles of an absent wife, there's another 
"breed" of Filipino fathers that's emerging, 
spurred by a different set of circumstances 
from those just described. These are the 
men who adopt children. 


There are “subsets” here. First, even 
without divorce, more Filipino women are 
now leaving their husbands and taking 
their children with them. Many will 
eventually end up with a new partner, who 
then becomes a stepfather to her children. 
There are tensions in this stepfather role 
similar to those that we find with 
stepmothers. There are, as well, many 
disturbing reports of stepfathers who 
sexually abuse their stepchildren. 


But I suspect that for each abusive or 
neglectful stepfather, there are many more 


loving ones who raise their stepchildren 
without distinguishing them from their own 
natural children. | know one government 
clerk getting the minimum wage who took 
in a woman with three children from 
different fathers. Eventually, they had one 
more child together. I've talked with the 
stepchildren and they say they have never 
felt that they were “second-class” children. 


Still another intriguing phenomenon has 
been the emergence of gay men—either 
singly or in couples—adopting children, 
usually from poor families. Preferring to 
keep a low profile because of possible 
attacks from conservatives, these gay 
adoptive fathers do a very good job raising 
children. 


All these new forms of “tatay-hood” are 
challenges to society, not just in terms of 
parenting techniques but in the way they 
are forcing us to rethink fathering. In a way, 
we are witnessing a massive social 
experiment around parenting that's been 
forced upon us by economic and social 
circumstances. We are beginning to see 
the results, as the children of these 
alternative fathers come of age and begin 
to raise their own families. We don't hear 
their voices yet, but with time, as more of 
them speak out, | am certain we will find 
many heartwarming success stories. •

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Father, mother, husband, homemaker 


Anastacio Caubalejo takes care of hearth and home, now that wife Jennifer works in Dubai. The role reversal's 
no big deal, he says, thanks to a supportive family and a community of similarly-situated men 


Tamy na nanay (Mr. Mom). 
It's a label that Anastacio "Taz" 
Caubalejo, 42, has gotten used 
to. Ever since wife Jennifer 
started working as a domestic 
in Dubai, he has assumed her 
multiple tasks as homemaker 
and mother to three growing 
children. 


Taz, who used to be an 
overseas Filipino worker 
himself, relishes the role 
reversal. "I've had it with 
working abroad so when 
Jennifer was offered the Dubai 
job, we decided that she'd take 
it while I'd stay home and take 
care of the kids." 


The "househusband" trend 
seems to touch not only OFWs 
but locally-employed men as 
well, since most industries now 
prefer women for its mass 
production line and quality 
control processes. This 
preference has left most laid-off 
men no other choice but to take 
on household chores while the 
missus becomes the 
breadwinner. 


On school days, Taz describes 
his routine thus: "Wake up at 4 
in the morning to prepare 
breakfast and the kids' baon 
(packed lunch). Then prepare 
their clothes for school. After 
they leave, | clean up the 
house, then do the laundry or 
the ironing." 


He does part-time work too, he 
Says, adding that his mother-in- 
law, Lola Gloria, watches over 
the children when he's out of 
the house. She lives on the 
ground floor of this makeshift 
house in barangay Botokan 
beside Camp Karingal in 
Quezon City while his family 
occupies the second floor.

from the cartoon character 
Tazmanian Devil, is a lighting 
technician for TV and film 
producers and usually does 
odd jobs at night during 
weekends. He has also 
become a minor celebrity in the 
neighborhood, after having 
appeared as an extra in the 
highly-acclaimed indie film 
"Kubrador." His latest project 
for the teleserye "Asian 
Treasures" takes him a couple 
of nights a week to Tanay for 
the wrap-up shoot of the 
Philippine episode of the TV 
adventure drama. 


"|t used to be that as night falls, 
I'd gather the kids at home so 
we could spend the night 
together," he says. "Now, 
thanks to technology, | can text 
them anytime, even at work, to 
see how they're doing. They all 
have their own cell phones." 


His wife calls at least twice a 
week to stay in touch. It will be 
her second year in Dubai in 
October, and Taz hopes she 
will be allowed to come home 
for the Christmas holidays. 
Being a househusband is no 
joke, he adds in Filipino. "When 
| was abroad, my children were 


toddlers. Now that my wife is 
gone, they've grown and have 
developed their own character 
traits. It's not always easy to 
get along with them. I'd tell 
them to tidy up the house and | 
come home to see it's still a 
mess. And to think my eldest is 
a girl. Sometimes | can't help 
but get angry at them to the 
point that | want to hit them. But 
| tell myself, they're still young, 
they'll learn. My point is, it 
would be good for them to 
know how to take care of the 
household this early." 


The couple also made sure that 
their children understood why 
their mother had to work 
abroad, says Taz. They wanted 
to show that it was a mutual 
decision and that the 
separation was strictly for 
economic reasons and not 
because of marital discord. "We 
wanted them to appreciate that 
it was for them and not for us," 
he says, adding that they're 
aware of rumors swirling 
around OFW couples. "Ayaw 
namin na isipin nilang lumayo 
na lang basta ang nanay nila. 
Baka magtanim pa ng galit ang 
mga yan (We didn't want them 
to think that their mother 
abandoned them; they might 
bear a grudge against һег)." 


Becoming a house-husband is 
no big deal in his community, 
says Taz, because a lot of other 
husbands are similarly situated. 
In fact, a non-government 
organization, Kanlungan, has 
been providing counseling 
assistance specifically to wives 
of OFWs. As the only male 
members, Taz and another 
relative, Tatay Ben, have 
attended several meetings of 
the OFW group, where they call 
themselves in jest "ang mga 
babae ng asosasyon (the 
women of the association)"

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We were exposed to the 
idea of adoption by my in-laws 
(Basic Advertising founder 
Antonio Mercado and writer 
Monina), who set up the 
Adoptive Society. They gave 
out books and stories about 
adoptive parents and children, 
and my wife (writer An 
Mercado-Alcantara) thought, 
“wow, galing (great)!" We had 
been married for a long time 
and didn't have any children. 
Going for medication wasn't an 
option. Our stand was, "kung 
wala, wala (let's leave it to 
fate)" We also thought that 
what we were going through 
said something about us. 
Before my father-in-law died, 1 
got to spend time with him, and 
he said why not consider 
adoption? So we did. 


Three years after my father-in- 
law died, we considered having 
one of our own. But we realized 
that the blessing and grace of 
having a child was different, 
that a different level of love was 
being tapped. 


We considered going through 
the transient program offered 
by ABS-CBN Bantay Bata, 
where you'd take in a child 
while the parent was being 
rehabilitated, but you'd have to 
bring the kid back. We didn't 
want that—what if you've 
learned to love the kid in the 
meantime? So An contacted 
the Kaisahang Buhay 
Foundation, and we began 
going through the steps of legal 
adoption. We met with a social 
worker, filled up forms, went 
through interviews. There was 
even an essay to determine if 
you had a match with the child 
you wanted to adopt. 


| remember the social worker 
saying, "The advantage of 
adoption is that you get to 
choose." Male, female, age, 
background. This to me was an 
advantage, the power of

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We were exposed to the 
idea of adoption by my in-laws 
(Basic Advertising founder 
Antonio Mercado and writer 
Monina), who set up the 
Adoptive Society. They gave 
out books and stories about 
adoptive parents and children, 
and my wife (writer An 
Mercado-Alcantara) thought, 
“wow, galing (great)!" We had 
been married for a long time 
and didn't have any children. 
Going for medication wasn't an 
option. Our stand was, "kung 
wala, wala (let's leave it to 
fate)" We also thought that 
what we were going through 
said something about us. 
Before my father-in-law died, | 
got to spend time with him, and 
he said why not consider 
adoption? So we did. 


Three years after my father-in- 
law died, we considered having 
one of our own. But we realized 
that the blessing and grace of 
having a child was different, 
that a different level of love was 
being tapped. 


We considered going through 
the transient program offered 
by ABS-CBN Bantay Bata, 
where you'd take in a child 
while the parent was being 
rehabilitated, but you'd have to 
bring the kid back. We didn't 
want that—what if you've 
learned to love the kid in the 
meantime? So An contacted 
the Kaisahang Buhay 
Foundation, and we began 
going through the steps of legal 
adoption. We met with a social 
worker, filled up forms, went 
through interviews. There was 
even an essay to determine if 
you had a match with the child 
you wanted to adopt. 


1 remember the social worker 
saying, “The advantage of 
adoption is that you get to 
choose." Male, female, age, 
background. This to me was an 
advantage, the power of

child whose background | knew 
of, no drug problem or criminal 
record, as least traumatic as 
possible. An was the opposite. 
She wanted to take care of 
someone who was more 
disadvantaged. But my stand 
was, we already have the 
advantage of choice so why go 
there? So we agreed on a child 
who has a clean background. 
They sent us the profile of the 
first child. An athlete's child so 
the genes are fine. But he was 
already three and An wanted 
someone younger, a baby just 
a few months old. 


Then came Diego. 


We got his profile, but | felt there 


was something missing. | wasn't 
comfortable with it. It said he 
was the son of a live-in couple, 
both gainfully employed, and that 
the father just stopped coming 
home. There was something 
wrong with the story, so | asked 
if I could interview the social 
worker who did the report. True 
enough, Diego was the son of 
her friend, and the father already 
had a family. So that was the 
complication. | felt better. 


We made a schedule to see 
Diego. | wanted to take it slow, 
to take a look at the baby then 
go home to discuss it further. 
But An wanted to take the baby 
home right away. She said it 
would be hard to let go, and 


that the baby might feel 
rejected if we delayed further. 
My wife is really ruled by her 
heart. 


So we went to this orphanage 
in Mandaluyong. They've got а. 
great system. They have 
volunteer "moms"—one for 
every 10 kids. The usual 
process for couples looking to 
adopt is that they spend a night 
over. For the next few nights, 
the baby would sleep with a 
volunteer mom for him to get 
used to being with an adult. 
Then there'd be a Mass, like a 
ceremony where the baby is 
formally handed over to the 
couple. We didn't have to go 
through that, since the head 
nun was from San Pablo, 
where my family is originally 
from. 


Then Diego was brought out. 
He was three months old. As 
soon as we held him, that was 
it. We brought him home right 
away. He didn't even have any 
clothes! 


We went through the whole 
process for legal 
adoption—hearings, regular 
meetings with the social 
worker. The order was just 
issued a few months ago.

you might crush him, but 
there's nothing like looking at 
him while he sleeps. It used to 
be that when we were with 
friends and they'd talk about 
their babies, raving about their 
every movement and every 
smile, we'd think they were 
overreacting.

Now we understand the 
fascination. You really see life 
in its purest form—moving, in 
process. So you get lo 
appreciate time, especially time 
spent with your kid, because 
you see him being formed in 
every way. 


Like | remember this one time 
at the dinner table when Diego 
was around three. He put his 
foot on the dinner table, then 
looked at An. She asked him, 
"Diego, why are you putting 
your foot on the table?" He 
wiggled his toes. "Saying hello." 
he answered. 


Now he's five years old. He'll 
be entering Xavier School this 
coming schoolyear. Imagine 
that! Me and Diego, we like to 
play. I've always wanted to be 
playful with my son. | also like 
toys—that's what we do every 
Sunday, we go to Greenhills or 
Shangri-la, we eat at a 
fastfood, then we buy a 
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matchbox, one for both of us. 
Just the two of us, always. 


There's something about loving 
an adopted child—it's love on a 
different level because you 
chose lo love him. He's not of 
your flesh and blood but still 
you love him. It's not true what 
they say about adopted 
children being loved less. 


If you choose to adopt, from the 
very start, it has to be based on 
truth. You're adopted—so 
what? There's nothing wrong 
with it. Society will just have to 
gel used to thal part of the 
dynamics now. True, being 
adopted somelimes finds ils 
way into jokes. A few years ago 
lhere was even an ad that put 
adoption in a not so kind light. 
The Adoptive Society 
complained, so it was pulled 
out. 


If Diego wants to look for his 
birth parents someday, we won't 
stop'him. We're secure in the 
love we're giving him. | think 
there'll always be some pain in 
being aware that your mother 
“gave you away," but look at the 
other side. She loves you so 
she gave you away. She knew 
she couldn't take care of you 
and she couldn't give you a 
good life because of certain 
circumstances. So her decision 
was prompted by love, as well. •

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Getting a kick out of fatherhood |

HERE is а saying that goes "Older 
generations have to do math, science and 
business so that the younger generations 
can better appreciate music, arts and 
sports", quotes Alvin Carranza, 41, who 
tries to define fatherhood while keeping an 
eye on the soccer field at the Manila Polo 
Club where his son is competing in a 
tournament. 


What this entrepreneur, who heads 
MacGraphics Carranz Inc. and Out-of- 
Home Media, has discovered, however, is 
that as the younger generation goes into 
music, arts and sports -- most especially 
sports -- the older generation should be 
ready to occasionally leave the math, 
science and business and just be there for 
them. 


Alvin's 11-year-old son Skie Doug Carranz 
is a member of the soccer team of his 
school, the Holistic Education in 
Development Center (Hed Cen). This 
makes Alvin part of a special band of 
brothers (or fathers) whose entire summers 
are spent in a routine of early morning 
practice, cheering and morale-boosting, 
out-of-town tournaments, and roller-coaster 
emotional rides. It's no joke, the “soccer 
dads" will tell you, to be up at 5:30 a.m. 
everyday, for the entire summer, to bring a 
child for his or her two-hour soccer training. 


Says Luigi Bernardo, 39, an architect of 
Kron Construction, and father to Jaime 
Joaquin, 6, who plays for the Ateneo. 


“When we're both at home, it's never quiet 
because our small living room is 
transformed into a football stadium. Bang! 
Whooosh! Crash!” 


Businessman Toby Tanjuatco, 45, whose 
son Micah, a 10-year-old on the Ateneo 
team, has been playing since he was 6, 
shares the same gripe--oddly tinged with 
pride-- about early morning weekends. 


Not to forget the Football Festivals, add 
Derek Brugada, 37, and Victor Adrias, 41, 
who root for their sons, both of Hed Cen. 
Derek, an IT professional, says this means 
spending almost an entire day at 
competition venues practically every 
weekend, to watch 8-year-old Kaze 
Kendrick. Victor's son Gabby is two years 
younger but already has him tied toa 
regular 7:30 a.m. practice schedule on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 


"So you want to know what it means to be 
а 'soccer dad'? Just one word: 
commitment," chimes in Archie Santos- 
Tankia, 36, a logistics manager for an 
American agricultural firm, who is also a 
"soccer dad" because of sons Miggy, 11, 
and Marky, 9 


It's interesting to note that some of the 
soccer dads, though decidedly sports- 
minded, weren't even into soccer in their 
youth. Archie confesses he had never 
played soccer in his entire life - preferring 
basketball, tennis and swimming - and was 
only introduced to the sport by his sons.

Some of them didn't 
even play any sport

Lawyer, college instructor and stage actor 
Eric Santos, 45, who has two children, 
Riana, 12 and Raja, 8, in the Hed Cen 
varsily team, says that although he was a 
member of the RIFA High School Soccer 
Team, "| wasn't a good player. Like most 
Pinoys, | was more into basketball. | also 
played tennis, bowling, and pelota —which 
is so '70s." 


Maxx Nackaerts, a 54-year-old Belgian 
national, is even more candid. "| don't 
know anything about soccer,” he admits. "I 
didn't like football when | was little; | 
thought it was most boring." But his 
children, Marsha, 13 and Nikko, 9, had 
been lured by the sport. "Marsha was 
fanatical about it. She's one of the better 
players - and she's going to Denmark and 
Norway this July as part of the national 
team," says the visibly beaming soccer 
dad. 


Just this summer, some of the soccer dads 
- and moms - of children born іп 1998 
watched their kids compete in Sta. Barbara 
and Barotac in lloilo ("the football capital of 
the Philippines"), and were rewarded with a 
gold from Sta. Barbara, and a silver from 
Barotac. But not all seasons are like this, 
the parents will be the first to tell you. 


“Soccer is a physical sport, and for a kid,

Taz also feels that that the 
much-touted longing for a 
spouse isn't as big a deal as it 
is perceived to be. He admits 
his physical need for his wife 
but doesn't dwell too much on 
it.

His two girls, Mary Joy, 12, and 
Renceses, 10, are blooming 
into young ladies.

That's when 
he gets a chance to play with 
his brood, after which the four 
of them share the same bed.

supportive and encouraging, even if you 
yourself are exhausted and depressed," 
shares Alvin. "Parents should always 
provide a good support system." 


The thing is to focus on the positives, not 
only for the children but for the parents. For 
Eric Arcega, 33, knowing soccer has been 
good for 10-year-old Miguel Simon is worth 
the loss of extended sleep time on 
weekends. He says he noticed that his 
son, who used to be sickly, has grown 
healthier because of the exposure to 
sunshine and rain. 


"All my wife and | have to do is get him the 
gear, bring him to practice,attend his 
games, and cheer him on in the heat," he 
adds. "Soccer dads and moms just have to 
make sure the kids have sunblock on, and 
are properly hydrated. What's even better 
is that the parents of the '98 team my son 
is in have become close friends, so we all 
look forward to being at the games. Our 
kids enjoy themselves and the sport more 
because they see us enjoying ourselves 
too. The camaraderie is infectious and the 
potluck lunches, delicious!" 


The kids develop social or people skills, 
says Eric, and are able to deal with 
different emotions, whether they win ("very 
proud") or lose ("sad"), Toby adds, “It's a lot 
of fun watching your son give his best 
while making new friends and learning the 
values of competition, sportsmanship and 
teamwork." 


And, of course, nothing beats the father- 
and-son (and daughter!) bonding that's 
built-in on the soccer field - and that 
eventually extends beyond. 


“| enjoy playing with my kids while they're 
waiting for games to begin. | play goalie for 
them, run around with them,” says Archie. 
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"This is good workout for me after a 
stressful day at my company, but more 
than that, it's good for us," he adds. 


Toby and Derek agree that soccer is a 
good place to start getting close to your 
kids. "We make it a point to be present in 
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HANDS-on dads at play 


all their schoo! activities, not just soccer,” 
says Toby, “and we do have a lot of other 
typical family activities like out-of -town 
trips, movies, and eating out." 


The "soccer dads" realize that this special 
time with their sons and daughters is not 
forever. So while they do occasionally whine | 
and sigh over the practice sessions that get 
them out of bed too early on weekends, 

they actually relish this time when they are 

at least still able to offer "informal" 
coaching—and the kids do listen—and 

when the young ones come to them with 

their victories as well as their defeats. 


As Eric sums it up for all fathers, "I just 

savor the watching and listening—the t 
moments they seek me out to tell me about + 
'important stuff'. | dread the day when 

they'll stop doing that and start feeling how 
uncool it is to talk to their father." *
